He 
knew that he would have little chance for 
his life if he remained in Santiago, and at 
the first recept of the nows of Iris defeat he 
hid himself, and the blood-thirsty desire of 
the mob was balked. © The mob'x desire for 
revenge found vent in the application of the 
torch, Soon Balmaceda’s house was a mass 
of flames, Before it had been destroyed the 
mob marched off to the house of Senor 
Godar, the ex-Minister of the Inteérior, and 
an ardent Balmacedist, and set his house on 
fire. Thon the residences of Balmaceda’s 
mother, General Barbosa, who was killed at 
the battle of Placilla. Senors MeKonna and 
Eastman, the Government newspaper offices 
and the houges of several prominent officials 
were burried to the ground. 

The city was panie-stricken. Business was 
suspended, and people outside of the mob 
kept close to their houses, The sky was lurid 
with light from the burning buildings, The 
police, the fire department and the army 
were demoralized and made not the semb- 
lance of an attempt to maintain order. Bal- 
maceda, when he heard of the fall of Val- 
puraiso, sent for General Bacuedano, com; 
mander of the Government troops in Santi+ 
ago. <A council of war was held, at which 
President Balmaceda, the generals, and 
other leading Balmacedists were ‘present, 
The situation was thoroughly canvassed and 
it was decided that a further continuation 
of the struggle was hopeless and that the 
surrender of the capital was the only pro- 
per course, There are all sorts of rumors 
about the movements of President Bal- 
maceda, It is stated on good authority 
that he went by a special train yesterday 
to Talcahuano on Conception Bay and that 
there he will make connection with the 
Condelt and Imperial, and in one of thesd 
vessels, probably the former, make for 
Buenos Ayres or Monte Video. If this is so 
he will in ull probability escape.

SYNDICATES FOR SMUGGLING. 


How the Heathen Chinece is Said to be 
Smuggled Into the U,S, 

Sr. Paun, Minn., Sept. 1.—Assistant sec- 
retary of the Treasury Spaulding is in St. 
Paul en route to Washington, Spaulding 
has just come out of the wilds of British 
Columbia and the northwestern: border of 
the United States. One object which has 
in particular engaged his attention is the 
illegal entry of Chinamen into the United 
States from British Columbia and Canada, 
andthe smuggling of merchandise across 
the border. 

“There is no doubt that the Chinamen are 
coming into the United States in considera- 
ble numbers,” said Secretary Spaulding, 
“Of course every one knows that the entry 
of Chinese laborers into this country is pro- 
hibited by act of Congress. 

«There are organized syndicates in British 
Columbia and Canada that makes « business 
of carrying these fellows across at &0 much 
a head, and they are finding it a profitable 
yusiness, One syndicate receives a consign- 
ment of Chinamen, carries them a certain 
distance and turns them over to another firm 
until the fellows are safely landed on this 
side. I have no doubt that many contracts 
are made direct at Hong Kong by the agents 
of these syndicates, 

“A treaty with Canada soliciting her aid 
in our efforts to stop the smuggling might 
be productive of good results in the in- 
terior.”

On the news of the disaster being tele- 
phoned to the city a wrecking train with a 
gang of men was sent. A coal car hung 
suspended over the brink of the canal, and 
in the water beneath a few mounds of coal 
and wreckage were Visible above the sur- 
fuce. The engine went down completely 
out of sight, and then the cars popped oyer 
on top of it, one after the other, until the 
wreck was piled as high as the surface of 
the water, which is about 20 feet deep at 
that point. The train must have been run- 
ning at a high rate of speed, for its 
momentum carried tho cars nearly across 
the canal. Luckily, however, there remains 
an open space bebween the wreck and the 
north pier wide enough for the steamers to 
pass if they feel their way carefully. 

By 2 a. m, a large gang of workmen with 
flaring torches were Aiard at work clearing 
the approach to the bridge. 

After pulling the overhanging car on the 
track, it was found that the rails were all 
right and the bridge was swung into posi- 
tion, making the road open for traffic again 
by 5o'clock. The most of the wreckage is 
stillin the canal and it will be a big task 
clearing it ont. Superintendent Stiff is 
going to send to Kingston for a marine 
wrecking Outfit and «a steam derrick. « The 
coal will have to be dredged up and light- 
ered, and the heavy cngine lifted on to a 
flat boat with the derrick. The cars that 
went down are smashed to pieces and some 
of the car boxes floated away. 

There will be an inquest on the bodies of 
the killed, in order to find who is responsible, 
The bridge-tender is exonerated from any 
blame in the matter, as every train is 
ordered to stop before reaching the bridge 
and wait until signalled to come on. 

The cause of the accident is ascribed to 
the fact that the men were not familiar with 
the road, having only been over it once be- 
fore,

The Jenks is 150 tons, owned by A, M, Car- 
yonter, Port Huron, and was built at Port 
Jover in ISS2, The Morley, which is 1045 
tons register, struck the Jenks just forward of 
her cabin and crushed her like an ogg shell. 
She went to the bottom inmediately. A

A Fronch Canadtan's Sensational Suicide 
in New York, 

New York, Sept. 2.—Among the crowd 
of passengers who left Grand-streeton the 
ferryboat Warren shortly after 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning w a well-dressed, 
middle-aged man, whose appearance sug- 
gested that he was a Frenchman. The boat 
had reached the centre of the stream when 
the man jumped on to the rail and plunged 
headforemoat into the river, “The engines 
were reversed and ropes were thrown to the 
drowning man, who was finally picked up 
by two men ina row boat and Are on to 
the Warren, which returned to her New 
York pier. An ambulance from Gouverneur 
Hospital was summoned, but when it ar- 
rived the man was dead. Letters and papers 
found on the body showed that the suicide 
was George La Linde, a French-Canadian 
who had come to this city from Montreal, 
He had been employed asa cook in various 
hotelsat Rockaway Beach and Ashbury 
Park. In one letter he said, “If you hear 
of my death you will know that I have com- 
mitted suicide.” 

A Blackened Waste of 100 Square Miles, 

Sroux Fauts, 8. D., Sept. 2..—One thou- 
sandsquare milesof rich farming land in Faulk 
county, 200 miles northwest of here, are 
black with smouldering ashes, and hundreds 
of thousands of bushels of grain and tons of 
hay have gone up in smoke. The fire was 
the worst ever known in Dakota. A spark 
from a steam threshing machine near Faulk- 
ton ignited the dry stubble and in a short 
time the flames had spread over a stretch 
of 20 miles wide and were rushing over the 

rairic. Nothing could stop them and a 
Prrisk southeast Wind was blowing and car- 
ried the sparks fora half-mile. Dozens of 
farm houses standing on the open praire 
were swept away with their outlying Suita. 
ings. The burned districts cover an area 20 
miles by 50, and in oll that territory there 
ig not a tree or a hay stack or a herd of 
cattle which escaped. So far no loss of life 
is reported, but at least 1000 persons are 
homeless and the loss of property is incal- 
culable. » 





Successful Rainmaking, 

Curyenné, N. Y., Sept. 2.—Melborn’s 
rain-making has been crowhed with success. 
At 2.30 this afternoon a storm suddenly 
broke forth contrary to all expectations, 
and two hours later there was heayy rain 
in accordance with Melborne’s predictions, 
The rainfall extended over a radius 15 to 20 
miles around the city and the official mea- 
surement was one-half inch. 


ENGLAND MUST MOVE. 


Russia and 


tho Dardanelles—Germany 
Enjoys a Smile. 

Lonpon, Sept. 2.—The Standard suggests 
that the Sultan’s action in regard to Russia 
andthe Dardanelles may be due to pique 
and irritation at England’s refusal to re- 
Open the Egyptian question. It says:— 
“Since that refusal it 1s reported that the 
English ambassador has not been received 
at the Yildiz kiosk. Itis for the powers to 
consider what course to adopt to enforce the 
observance of existing treaties. Clearly the 
straits must be either closed to all nations 
oropen to all nations. England cannot alone 
champion the rights of the powers.” 

BERuIN, Sept. 2.—The National Gazette 
argues that the initiative in the Dardanelles 
matter falls upon England and says:—It 
would be exceedingly bitter irony of fate 
if immediately after the Portsmouth recep- 
tion England shouldbe compelled by Russia, 
France's ally, to defend her interests. 

Loxpox, Sept. 2.—The Austrian and 
German newspapers continue their excited 
discussion of the Dardanelles queston, while 
they profess not to believe the report that 
Turkey has yielded to Russia. They declare 
that if the report is true it might in- 
duce the most terrible complications for all 
Europe.

Danrsic, Sept. 2.—At the conference here 
yosterday of 800 delegates from various Ger- 
man Catholic societies, it was decided to 
promote an International Catholic Congress, 
the object of which would be to discuss the 
restoration of the Pope’s temporal power.

The Age of Steel. 
' The rapidity with which steel rails have 
continued to replace those of iron in the 
railways on this continent is remarkable, In 
1880 there were down 33,680 miles of steel 
rails, out of 115,647 miles of road reported 
upon, or 29.1 percent. In 1885 the steel 
rails had increased to 105,724 miles, or 62.9 
per cent, and at the end of 1890 according 
to Poor's Manual,the steel rail mileage had 
reached 167,606 miles, or 80.4 per cent of 
the whole mileage reported, including 
sidings and other tracks. The Increase 
seems to haye averaged more than 6 per 
cont each year, and at that.rate it will take 
only about twe years to remove the last iron 
rails used on rallways in the United States.

From China to England in 21 Days, 

Montrbar, Sept. 2.—The Canadian Paci 
fic Railway's fast mail train which left Van- 
couver Saturday last at 1 p.m, on the arri- 
val of the Canadian Pacific tailway’s steam- 
ship Empress of Japan with the China and 
Japan mails reached Brockville at 9.03 last 
evening, having made the run in 76 hours, 
allowing for three hours lost by changes in 
time. A special left Morristown over the 
New York Central ut 9.45 p.m., which will 
probably reach New Yorkat 4.30 Wednesday 
morning, making the time from Vancouver 
to New York about 83 hours and from Yoko- 
hama to New York a trifle less than 13 days. 
If the mails catch the Inman Liner steam- 
ship City of New York, which sails at 5, 
they should reach London Wednesday, 
Sept. 9, making the time from Yokohama 
to London yia the C, . Railway and New 
York, just 21 days. The special train on 
the C, P. R. was delayed about three hours 
by hot boxes, otherwise the connection with 
the City of New York would have been 
made with ease; as it is it may be missed by 
an hour, In that event the mails will go 
by the Hamburg, American steamship Col- 
umbia, sailing at 6 a.m. Thursday. 


North Waterloo Election Petition, 

Toronto, Sept. 2.—At Osgoode Hall yes- 
terday, in the matter of the North Waterloo 
Dominion election Mr, Justice MacMahon 
delivered judgment on the motion to dis- 
miss the petition which was argued some- 
time before vacation. The motion it will 
he remembered was to set aside the petition 
on preliminary objections, the principal of 
which was thatthe petitioner, Conrad Knell, 
was an alien and not entitled to vote there- 
fore not to file a petition. At the same time 
it was asked that if the petition was 
found bad, on this ground, that a new 
yetitioner might he substituted. His 
Pordahip holds that the petition, 
as it now stands, is bad and must bo 
setaside, Tho order made was that the 
matter stand for three weeks, and if by that 
time no new petitionér asks to be substitut- 
ed in the stead of the present one the peti- 
tion be dismissed with costs, but if a pee:

THE BRITISH ISLES 
Swept by Violont Gales and Many Wrecks 
the Result. 

Lonpox, Sept. 2.—Violent gales and 
rainstorms continue to seer. over Great 
Britain and Ireland. Despatches from Dub- 
lin state the crops throughout the province 
of Ulster are in a pitiable condition, and 
that in many parts of Ulster and elsewhere 
they are almost entirely submerged. In 
other sections the crops are in several feet 
of water and will be completely destroyed. 

Off Ilfracombe, Devonshire, yesterday, 
dur ing a gale, & passenger steamer hav ing @ 
hundred passengers on board had a narrow 
escape from destruction, A succession of 
heavy seas struck her, sweeping the decks, 
amashing in the saloon skylights and pour- 
ing tons of water down the companion ways, 
So severe was the pounding the steamer re- 
ceived by the waves that many passongers 
were severely injured, of which number six 
are in a precarious condition. ;

The Freisinnige Zeitung says: “Gormany 
unified after Sedan will remain one. In 
spite of the divergence between the German 
political parties all are resolved to main- 
tain what was got at cost of much courage, 
more liberal institutions would further 
strengthen the country.” Pastor Stoeck- 
er, in @ letter to Das Volk, says: ‘*Vho 
men of Ger many may soon be summoned to 
defend the privileges won on bloody fields of 
1870 and to fight for unity and honor and 
liberty. At the critical moment Catholic 
Socialists and all Germans alike will do their 
duty.”

No 
doubt is entertained that Russia has been 
encouraged to her present aggressive at- 
titude by the understanding with France, 
and feels safe with France as a friend 
against any unsupported action on the part 
of Great Britain. The situation is becom- 
ing very grave and is so regarded both in 
Berlin and London. Lord Salisbury, it is 
reported, will shorten his vacation in order 
to deal with the problem which is already 
complicated by the unprecedented coolness 
of the Sultan towards the British Govern- 
ment. 

A Constantinople despatch says that the 
Frengh and Russian ambassadors have been 
dinging into the Sultan's ears the fact that, 
with all England’s charges against Russia 
of intehded aggrandisement at the expense 
of Turkey, the only great power that hrs 
actually taken possession of any important 
part of the Sultan’s daminions in Kugland 
herself, and that England, before professing 
friendship for Turkey, ought to give up 
Egypt, if not alao Cyprus. The Sultan, 
therefore, is for the time bein vojudiced 
against England on account of egypt, al- 
though also upholding Bulgaria ‘against 
Russian machinations. It is remembered 
that the Crimean war was preceded by Eng- 
land’s rejectioy of a Russian proposal that 
England should take Egypt and “fee Rus- 
sia to have Constantinople, and there is an 
uneasy feeling that Russia will fight again 
rather than permit England to hold Egypt 
without compensation to Russia. Z 





Care of Cattle on Shipboard. 

Lonpon, Sept. 3.—An officivl order of the 
Board of Agriculture has been issued, relat- 
ing to the cattle trade, to ko into operation 
next January. Cattle are not to be carried 
on more than three decks, nor on a hatch 
above a compartment containing other cat- 
tle, norin any position interfering with the 
navigation and yentilation of the vessel. or 
working of the boats. Every part used for 
cattle must be provided with substantial 
pens, strong enough to resist the weight of 
the cattle or the action of the weather. ‘he 
pena must be water-proof and provided 
with battens secured to the deck to prevent 
cattle from slipping. Not more than four 
large or five small animals are to be placed 
ineach pen. There must be a passagoway 
of the minimum width of 18 inches between 
every two rows of cattle and in front of 
every single row. Pena must be adequately 
ventilated and lighted and sufficiently 
roomy for repose and feeding. 

Food and water must be paotected from 
the weather. There must be oye com- 
petent foreman withan assistant to overy 
25 head of cattle. Any animal seriously in- 
jured must be forwith slaughtered.

A Cardinal for a Godfather. 

It may not be generally known that 
Cardinal—then Arélideacon- Minnihg was 
the late Mr. William Henry Gladstone's 
godfather. -He was called William after his 
father, and Henry after Cardinal Manning. 
Although the late Mr. W. H. Gladstone did 
not shine in political life, he was one of the 
most crudite students of inusic in Kngland 
and had translated a letrned treativa on the 
subject from a continental master of the 
science. Besides being. yrafoundly syennd 
in the theory of music, he was also a skillful 
petoaners and on his visits to Erskine 
Touse; his father-in-law’s seat on the Clyde 
he furnished proof of this by his perform: 
ances on several fine instruments which 
were kept there for his especial use, 

King James’ Bible. 

The revision of the Bible now in use b 
Protestant churches was brought out by 
King James’ authority in 1611. Fifty-foor 
learned men were employed lo accomplish 
the work of revising it. From death or 
other causes seven of them failed to cuter 
upon it.. The remaining forty-seven were 
ranged under six divisions, and had differs 
ent portions of the Bible assizned to those 
divisions. They’ commenced their task in 
1607... After some three or four years of 
diligent labor the whole was completed. 
This version was generally adopted, and the 
other translations fell into disnse. :

The census proved that these figures were 
false and consequently that the statement of 
the department of the per capita taxation 
of the people was misrepresented by at least 
10 per cont, The arguments of the Opposi 
tion as to the exodus of our people had, he 
said, been Inughed to scorn by the press 
which supported the Government, and there- 
upon he pained an attack upon every news 
paper in Canada which supports the policy 
of the Government. 

He contended that the 
proved the truth of his argument that the 
country was not prosperous, Canada had 
been doing nothing but marking time during 
the past decade. He contended that’ the 
censuses of both Canada and the United 
States proved that all his arguments as to 
the exodus of both our native and immigrant 
population had been absolutely. correct, 
Our census showed that not only had we 
not retained our natural increase of 1,077,- 
000, but that three out of four of every im- 
migrants come to Canada wore now in the 
United States. 

If Canada could have kept her natural in- 
crease her growth would have been as rapid 
as the United States. The Government's 
policy was responsible for a direct loss of 
1,567,000 in our population, for which tho 
natural increase of our immigration we 
should have numbered 6,400,000 instead of 
4,829,000 as at present, Turning to the 
Maritime Provinces he stated that although 
he had been accused of unfriendlincss to 
these provinces he regretted the results of 
the census, In the case of Quebec and On- 
tario the figures were also unsatisfactory, 
the entire growth of the population having 
taken place in favored citics and towns, 
The increase in towns and cities above 5000 
amounted to 298,000, and no less than 150,- 
000 of this increase was in the cities of Mon- 
treal and Toronto, and he had reason to 
believe that even this increase was not 
as large as the actual increase out of 
an increase of 504,008 no less than 374- 
000 was in cities and towns and the rural 
communities of the Dominion had practic- 
allystoodstill. Heclaimed that thecensusre- 
turns proved the truth ofhisstatementsoflast 
year, that the best farming counties of On 
tario, such as the Hurons and the Welling- 
tons were fast losing their populations. If 
he erred in anything he erred in under 
estimating the acoder! Coming to the 
Northwest he claimed that even there the 
increase was not as satisfactory as it should 
have been. In 1886 when the last census 
of our new country was taken the popula- 
tion of Manitoba and the territories 
was put at 40,000 now if was said to 
be 59,000 an increase of at least 2200 a 
year, or allowing for the natural increase a 
growth by immigration of only 2100 per 
annum.

Sir Richard moyed this: That it appears 
from the official returns recently laid on the 
table of this House that the total population 
of the Dominion of Canada on or about 
April 1, 1891, was 4,829,344; that it further 
appears from the report of the Department 
of Agriculture for the year 1890 that the 
total number of immigrants stated by the 
said department to have settled in Canada 
from Jaa. 1, 1881 to Dec. 31, 1890, was inall 
866,171; that according to the last census 
the population of the Tcsesttion on or about 
the lst April, 1881, was 4,824,810; that the 
total increase of the population of Canada 
in the 10 years now past was 504,534; that 
at the rate of 2} per cent. per annum the 
natural increase of the population of Can- 
ada during the last 10 years would amount 
to 1,077,531 without any immigration; that 
at tho same rate of 2} per cent. per annum 
the natural increaso of the said 866,171 im- 
migrants officially reported to have 
settled in Canada between the years 
1880 and 1890 would have amounted 
to 110,432; that had the said natural rate of 
increase been maintained and the said im- 
migrants remained in Canada the total 
population of Canada would now amount to 
6,404,944; that according to statements 
made by members of the Government in their 
places in this House and according to 
official documents at least 400,000 square 
miles of fertile territory heretofore unoc- 
cupied in the northwesf portion of Canada 
have been made nacoaaible and available for 
settlement within last ten years; 
that the said new territory amounts 
to 256,000,000 acres, being an area equal to 
twelve times the entire area of ocx upied land 
in the province of Ontarioat the present 
time, and being fully five times as large na

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EXCITING NEWS FROM CHILI. 


Two Govornmont Kegiments Revolt and 
Shoot All Thelr Officers, 

New York, Sept. 3,—A special from Val- 
paraiso says; ‘‘News comes from ‘Talcahuane 
that the two regiments of Government 
troops which were taken to that part re- 
cently from Coquimbo from the transport 
Imperiale revolted when they heard of the 
defeat of tho Balmacedist at Placilla last 
Friday. ‘They shot to death all their officers 
and. disbanded. 

Nearly 4000 coal miners joined the soldiers 
and together they have practically taken 
possession of the town of Coronell, about 25 
miles south of Concepcion. All sorts of ex- 
ceases have been committed by them, Houses 
and stores have been sacked and burned, 
the slighted protest against their action is 
met by rifle shots, Women have been ab- 
ducted and subjected to brutalitios of the 
most revolting character.” In fact mob rule 
in its worst form prevails, Some outrages 
have been committed also in Concepction 
and Lacaprino, 

As soon as the news was received the Ger- 
man warship Soppic and the British gunboat 
Daphne were ordered to go at once to 
Coroneh and protect the interests of foreign 
residents there. The Government officials 
here have also taken steps to beat the mob 
into subjection. 

The records of Santiago confirm the state- 
ment tkat on Aug. 18 President Balmaceda 
ordered 42 young men to be shot to death. 
They were charged with having engaged in a 
plot to blow up railroad bridges and thus 
prevent the movement of the Government 
troops. Many of them were mere boys of 
from 16 to 18 years of age.

Hanirax, N.S., Sept. 3.—Count Howitz 
of Puckan, Germany, on a pleasure tour 
around the world, at Philadelphia became 
acquainted with a woman who agreed to ac- 
company him on his travels.

AN EXTRADITION FAILURE 





Detective Joe Rogers’ Unsuccessful At- 
tempt to Secure a Vorger, 
Tononro, Sept. 4.—Governinent Detec- 
tiveJoe Rogers will arrive honie Sunday 
from Reno, Nevada, where he has been for 
the past six weeks endea oring to secure 
the extradition of ho has Williamson, 
charged with obtaining from the Western 
Canada Savings & Loan Society the sum 
of $3500 by forging the name of his 
brother, John Williamaon, to o mortgage. 
In the fall of 1889 the accused called upon 
Assistant-Manager Jolin Massfe of the Loan 
Company and succeeded in securing two 
sums of $1700 and $1800 by representing 
that he owned 100 acres in Markham 
township, County of York. Asa matter of 
fact the property belonged to his brother, 
John Williamson, hen the mortgage fell 
due it was discovered that the signature was 
a forgery, but meantime Thomas William- 
son had fled. He was traced to Reno, 
Nevada, whercitwas oscertained he was em- 
jNoved with & wealthy rmanchman named 
Jixie, The Ontario Government was notified 
and secured the arrest of the forger, but he 
bribed the constables and cscaped. In 
Auguat last, however, Williamson was again 
taken into custody and lockéd up, and De- 
lective Rogers was despatched to Nevada. 
The day before hisarrival at Reno, however, 
the Judge discharged Williamson on a 
habeas corpus, and the accused Jost no time 
in leaving the vicinity. Detective Rogers 
was naturally chagrined at the otteome of 
‘his visit and has endeavored ever since to 
bring about the re-apprehension of the ac- 
eused, but without success, and he eonse-

Accused of Forgery. 

Lrxpsay, Sept. 4.—William C, Tinney, 
physician of Tamworth, was arraigned be- 
fore County Police Magistrate Deacon on a 
charge of forgery, and electing to be tried 
by a jury was sent to jail to await the 
Assizes in October. The prosecutor is Mr. 
T. B. Dean, manager of the Dominion Bank, 
It appears that the accused presented a 
check at the bank bearing the signature of 
Mr. Corbould, U, S. Consular agent at 
Orillia, and at the same time handed the 
manager a letter purporting to be written 
by a medical gentleman in town and recom- 
mending the accused to the confidence of 
the bank. On the strength of this the 
check was cashed, but on being presented 
at the Orillia bank, Mr. Corbould repudiat- 
ed it on the ground of its being a forgery. 
A warrant was in consequence secured for 
the arrest of Finney and he was taken inte 
custody.

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VILE, BUT CHARACTERISTIC. 


In the course of h's speech yesterdsy on the 

_ eansus returns, in the House of Commons. Sir 
Richard Cartwright said that it was an old p:in- 
ciple of English law, that when a woman lost 
her chastity she was unfit to give evidence, The

Sir Richard Cartwright Is the most abus- 
{ve and yindlotive, probably because the 
most disappointed, of Canadian politicians ; 
hence his utterances exerclee but little effect 
upon the public mind. 

Like other politicians of violent temper, 
Sir Richard is often unguarded in his state- 
ments, and frequently leaves himself and 
tho party whose cause he espoused some 
years ago because of disappointment to his 
political ambition, open to attack. In 
speaking as above reported, ho has display- 
ed even more than his usual rashness. 

Tn the first place, it may “well be asked, 
what are the qualifications of this critic 
who, from the summit of his own ‘chast- 
ity,” condemns as unchaste tho ‘‘subsidized 
press "—as he is pleased to term it—of 
Canada? Why, he ls the man who, after, 
whilst in opposition, donouncing our ex- 
penditure upon public works as burden- 
some, corrupt and useless, went to England 
in 1875, as Minister of Finance In the Mao- 
kenzie Government, for the purpose of nego- 
Hating a Joan and in a circular Issued there, 
declared that the debt had been incurred 

for objects of public utility. After his 
falschood had been commented upon, he 
returned to Canada and bluntly admitted It 
by ssying, In a public address, that he had 
shown the gilyer side of the shield to the 
British money lenders, whilst reserving the 
copper side of it for exhibition at home. 
Sach {s the record of the Grit critic, who 
proclaims his own virtue and honesty from 
a pedestal of his own efection. 

In speaking of a subsidized press, Sir 
Richard was as rash and unfortunate as he 


was in inferentially proclalming his own 


virtue. No one can have forgotten the 
corrupt jobbery bet ween ex-Spoaker Anglin 
and the Mackenzie Gyvernment, which was 
so thoroughly oxposed by Hon. Mr. 
Bowell as to compel the Grit majority on 
the Committoo on Priylleges and Elections 
to declare Mr. Anglin gullty as charged 
and to unseat him. 

Again, there is but one “subsidized 

press” in Oanada, that being the Grit 
press of Ontarlo, who are, by act of the 
Legislature, forced through by the Mowat 
Government, given all the official printing 
and advertising and much additional legal 
printing and advertising, for which the pri- 
vate sultors have to pay. No other prov- 
ince has passod a law subsidizing tho pross 
which supports the Government of the day, 
aod no party other than tho Grit party 
would be guilty of such scandalous and ty- 
rannous conduct, 

If the Knight of the two-faced shiold 
wants farther Information as to how, and 
by whom the press In Quebec Is subsidized,

It is evident that if the 
population of Canada has only incroased 
11 52 por cont. during the last decade the 
Canadian people are much busier than they 
used to be, and are growlng rich very fast. 
But it looks as if the population had been 
cithor groatly overestimated in 1881 or con- 
sldorably underestimated in 1891, Perhaps 
an explanation may be found io tho follow- 
ing extract from an editorial in the Ottawa 
Evening Journal ; 

“Kither the blue rijin cry has frightened 
more poople out of the coun'ry than was genor- 
ally supposed, or the Jast census included large 
numbers who are excluded this time under the 
one year limit. The one yoar limit means that 
all persons who have been beyond the frontiers 
of the Dominion for one year or longer are no 
longer to be counted. On previous numberings 
of the people practically all members of Cans- 
dian families who were away ia the States, or 
at ses, or otherwise absent and who had given 
no notice of their intention to remain away per- 
ranently, were counted in, Now, every man, 
woman and child who hw been away from 
Canada oa full year has been left out 
of the boat. Probably there has been a 

large nominal loss from this cause, espec- 
cially in the matitime provinces, where it 
is s common thing for nearly every able-bodied 
male member of families to be away on the 
United States fishing fi ets, or a seafaring in 
other parts. The rigid interpretation of the one 
year limit rules out large numbers of these men, 
Tn Quebeo a great many are away in lumber 
camps and factories on the o'her side who are 
nou lopger counted os Cancdians, though their 
homes are still here, In Ontario, the migration 
of young men to the mining, railway, fishing 
and other centres of population in the States has 
been very large, but this element, like the sim- 
ilar elements ia the other provinces, is only 
temporarily loat to the Dominion, though not 
included in the numbering of the people,”

There was nothing to eat Plenty 
of cornin Egypt, but ghastly famine in 
Canaan, The cattle moaning in the stall.

A nation dying for 
lack of that which is so common on your 
table and so little appreciated; the prod- 
uet of harvest field and grist mill and 
oven; the price of sweat and anxioty and ! 
struggle Vread! Jacob the tather has the 
last report from the flour bin, and he finds 
that everything is out, and he says to his 
sons, ‘Bays, hook up the wagons and start 
for Egypt and get us something to cat.” 

Tho fact was there was a great corncrib 
in Egypt. The people of Egypt have been 
largely taxed in all ages, at the present 
time paying between 70 and 80 per cent. of 
their products to the government, No 
wonder in that time they had a large corn- 
crib, and it was full. To that crib they 
came from the regions round about—those 
who were famished—some paying for corn 
in money; when the maney was exhausted, 
paying for the corn in sheep and cattle and 
sade and camels, aud when they wero 
exhausted, then selling their own bodies 
and their'families into slavery.

Witness explained that he understood that 
he had to give Wade $200 for the position. 
Wade lived a long way from his honae, He 
went to Mr, Cochrane's house and asked him 
if he would take it. Mr, Cochrane said to 
take it to Mr, Payne.

ORYGOODS FOR THEIR WIVES. 


One Method of Muking Use of the Goy- 
ernment Purse, 

Orrawa, Sept. 5.—Notwithstanding that 
the Commons sat until after 3 o'clock yester- 
flay morning, there was a quorum at the 
Public Accounts Committee when it was con- 
vened at 10 o'clock yesterday. ‘The Bour- 
cier case of the Public Works Department 
was taken up by Mr, Somerville.

Mr. Bourcier, who is a dry goods mer- 
chant in Ottawa, and who, it is said, had 
supplied one Horace Talbot, of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, with various articles 
of dry goods, etc., on an oflicial order of the

An end should 
be put once for all to the fiction which 
everybody affects to believe, but which 
is belie ved by nobody who is accustomed 
to search for the ‘truth of things by 
probing human depths; it is not true that 
the Alsace- Loraine question is what places 
France and Germany face-to-face, with har 

tred in their oyes. 

T have long heen tormented by the desire 
of telling the simple, real, and undisguised 
truth on this subject. What makes the 
Germans and French impla ably confront 

each other is the unexpected de feat of the 
latter and the crushing yictory of the 
former. Alsace anil Lorraine are objects 
of grief and pride chiefly because they 
are the signal and tang rible testimony of 
the triumph of one party and the overthrow 
of the other, By this I do not mean that 
the French do not love Alsace and Lorraine. 
Tonly mean that they love them all the 
more because by recovering them they wonle 1 
at the same time restore their prestige 
Nor do I mean that the Germans do not not 
great store on them, seeing that hy keeping 
them they remain at the same time victors 
holding the front rauh, Thus Alsace and 
Lorraine, dear to the one, precious to the 
other, are for both, above all things, the 
symbol of defeat and the symbol of victory. 
Their restitution pure and simple 
would not suffice those who have lost 
them. It would not effuce the bitterness of 
the vanquished or the pride of the victor; it 
would leave untouched, despite protocols 
and treaties, the trronbodtabla antagonism 
which separates the two nations; and this 
fecling is such, I venture to aflirm at the 
risk of appearing paradoxical, that, if this 
were not an absurd hypothesis, the French 
would be more easily resigned to leaving the 
Germans Alsace and Lorraine after openly 
defeating them, just as the Germans would 
suffer less from a surrender of these two 
provinces after winning a fresh victory 
over the French. For if at this mo- 
ment France is anxious to prove that it 
was the empire much more than herself 
which was vanquished, Germany, if the 
éaso arose, would like to demonstrate that 
it was France herself which she vanquished 
in overthrowing the empire. The conclu- 
sion to be drawn from this is that the ques- 
tion remains intact between France and 
Germany, that no compromise can settle it, 
and that when the time comes, the battle- 
field, the fate of arms, can alone decide 
afresh the antagonism of centuries, which 
separates tho Gaulish from the Germanic 
race, 

Till 1870 France held the supreme control 
of the posse of the world. No sword could 
be unsheathed in Europe without her con- 
sent. Napoleon III. was the great arbiter. 
A frown from him darkened the horizon. 
The day after he expressed regret to Baron 
Hubner at not being in accord with Austria 
the stock exchanges were in a panic, and 
Austria and Prussia concluded a hasty peace 
before the master had time to show dissatis- 
faction. Since the war of 1870 this role 
has ceased to belong to France. Ger- 
many has usurped it, and her claim to 
it is what has revolted the Czar, who re- 
mains alone, striving by his deliberate isola- 
tion to neutralize the unwelcome supremacy 
of Germany, allowing France to render him 
apparent homage in order to emphasize his 
attitude, but really knowing himself to be 
doomed to immobility as long as he remains 
outside the allied empires. We may rest 
assured that what weighs upon the heart of 
France is the invention of authority, the lost 
placein the frontrank of Europe, her suprem- 
acy Gear the victor for twenty years 
regulating the march of events, the settlement 
of which till then belonged without dispute 
to the supreme will of France. This is what 
she cannot bear. Those who dream of 
settling the Franco-German question by a 
compromise must, alas! resign themselves to 
this, Never will this question be settled in 
the pure and Christian atmosphere of peace. 
If Germany now agreed to restore Alsace 
and Lorraine to France in return for a 
pledge of everlasting peace, France would 
agree to such an arrangement with the 
greatest repungnance, and would avert her 
eyes forever from the mocking deliverer 
who at such a price bade her sheathe 
her sword, She has not, how- 
ever, to dread any such morti- 
ficatiou, for Germany would fly to 
arms 4 hundred times so than lose her 
conquered prey; and notwithstanding her 
past victory, she , Loo, dreams of contir ming 
itafresh. No, peace is not concluded be- 
tween the two nations, No, the ora of 
combats between them is not over, and the 
sword is what must again and again de 
cide, until the unknown time when a new 
morality shall govern the world, and when 
the God of peace ah alt be universally ac- 
knowledged.—From ‘Germany, Franco, 
and General Kuropes in Politics,” by Mr.

AWILD TIME AT SEA. 


The Doubledam Disabled and the Passon- 
gers Panio-Stricken, 


Lonpon, Sept. 7.—Tho steamer Dubbel- 
dam, from Amsterdam for New York with 
406 passengers, has put back to Plymouth. 
Ffom Aig. 28 to 30 the steamerencountered 
strong westerly winds and heavy seas, At 
3.15 am. Aug. 30 she struck something that 
was undoubtedly floating wreckage. The 
sila of the steamer was scraped and her 
rudder came in contact with the wreckage 
and was damaged so that she alsen ently 
broke adrift andwas lost. Long hawsers 
were thrown out over thestern to act as 
drags in keeping the steamer head on to 
the sea, but this expedient failed and the 
vessel broached to and was soon lying in the 
trough of the sea. She rolled heavily and 
took much water on board, a quantity of it 
finding its way below into the saloon and 
steerage, For thirty hours she lay at the 
morcy of the sea, and the passengers, to say 
nothing of the exceedingly uncomfortable 
position in which they found themselves, 
were filled with great fears as the out- 
come of the yoyage. Sea aiter sea swept 
over the decks, causing much damage to the 
small boats. On the morning of Sept. 1 
a steering gear was rigged and th e steamer 
stood upon her course fo r New York. Tho 
weather continuod heavy, however, and 
Captain Pottjer decided it werald not be 
safe to attempt toicontinuethe voyage with 
his temporary steering apparatus, He 
therefore put the steamerabout and reached 
Plymouth, where the Dubbledam will go 
into dock for repairs, 


Sailors Washed Overboard, 

Loxpon, Sept. 7.—The steamer James 
Turpie from New York for Malmo has ar- 
rived at Falmouth short handed. She re- 
ports that during the passage she encounter- 
cd yery heavy weather, Several immense 
seas boarded the steamer, One of thom car- 
ried the mate overboard, anda short time 
afterward the steward was also washed off 
the steamer. It was impossible to save the 
men. A number of the crew were thrown 
to the deck by the seas aud some severely 
injured. 


The Tagbont Erie Sunk. 

New York, Sept. 7.—The tugboat Erie 
was run down aad sunk off Bedloe’s Island 
early Saturday morning by the Cunard 
steamship Etruria, while she was proceeding 
down the bay on her trip to Liver. 
pool. The son of the captain of the tug 
was drowned. The ccallant occurred at 
7 a.m. during a dense fog. The Etruria, it 
is said, escaped damage and proceeded on 
her yoyage. 


Passports Required From Russian Jews. 

Lonpvon, Sept. 7.—A letter is published 
here from the minister in charge of Christ 
Church, Jerusalem, saying, that, on petition 
of tho native tradesmen, the Sultan has stop- 
ped the influx of Russian Jews, and that he 
will not permit them to land in Palestine 
without a special order. Fifty families who 
arrived recently by steamer were sent 
back, The letter adds that Baron Hirsch 
ought to arrange with the Porte terms of 
settlement which would permit of Jews 
locating in Palestine. Palestine, the writer 
says, is at present thinly peopled. If the 
country were terraced, plante dand supplied 
with water reservoirs it would be highly 
productive and the cost would be small in 
comparison with the expensive system 
adopted in South American countries.

Dr. B. W. Richardson on Alcohol, 
In 1868, and for a year or two before, f 
had been making some original rosearchos 
into the properties of a rare chemica) sub- 
stance named nitrite of amyl. Then I 
went on Lo inquire Into the methyl series, 
and so step by step continued, reporting 
every year until, in 1866, 1 began with the 
alcohol, {t was at one time supposed that 
thore there was only ono of these, but there 
are now known to be several. Now, the 
firs great fact that startled me when ox- 
amining into the alcchols was that they 
unquestionably lowered the temperature of 
the body. Idid not then know that eny- 
one else had noticed this before me; but 1 
know now that two or three others—Dr. 
John Davy, (brother of Sir Humphrey), 
Dr,\Rae, the Arctic explorer, and Dr. Lees, 
of Leeds, had all eoyerally suspected this 
fact; but they had not proved it by experi- 
ments! research. My great point was a 
demonstration by scientific instramente— 
by the porfech thermometers now made. 

That wes tho firat step—tho startling fact 

that alcoho! lowers tomperature. Now for 
the second. This came from the'study of 
arcesthetics. In watching the action of al- 
cohol, I found there were just the same 
four degrees or stages in the action of 
accesthotics, viz. ; simply excltement with- 
out insensibility; excitement with com- 
mencing insensibillty; insensibility abso- 
lute; and lastly, death-like insenalbility, 
I came, therefore, to the conclusion that 
alcohol does not act after the manner of a 
food, bub of a chemical substance like an 
arwsthetic. This, then, was the secord 
step, This was followed up by tracing the 
changes and the modifications which take 
place in the body from the continued use 
of alcohol. I reached (hus the third step 
or third conclusion, viz, that alcohol isa 
prolific cause of death and of great harm to 
the Internal organs of the body; it ir, in 
fact, in its ordinary use, a slow poison, 

1 can no more accept the alcohols as foods 
than I can chloroform, or ether, or meth- 
vial. That they produce a tomporary ex- 
citement is true; but as their general action 
is quickly to reduc3 animal hvat, I cannot 
see how they can supply animal férce. I 
see clearly how they reduce animal power, 
and can show arcason for using them in 
order to stop physical pain or to stuplfy 
mental pain; bub that they give strength— 
i.e , thad they supply material for the con- 
struction of fine tissue, or throw force into 
tissues supplied by other material—muat be 
an error as solemn as it. is widespread. 
The true character of the alcohols is that 
they are agreeable temporary shrouds. The 
sayage, with the mansions of his eoul un- 
furnished, buries his restless energy under 
their shadow. The civilized man, overbur- 
dened with mental labor or engrossing care, 
seeks the same shade; but it is shade, after 
all, in which, in exact proportion as he 
seeks it, the seeker retires from perfecb 
natural life.—Cassell’s Magazine.

ul in the objest they were intended to ac- 
complish, and only tend to ferment revolt, 
Che Limes to-day says: The lesson to be 
irawn 1s that a liberal treatment of China 
s useless, Europe should inflexibly and 
iternly insist upon the observance of treaty 
‘ights and thus ayoid irritating, fussy 
yaval displays. We are glad to believe 
hat this is-tle view now held by the For- 
sign Office’ The Morning Advertiser says: 
‘A nation (China) which occupies toward 
‘oreiguers euch an intellectual standpoint as 
his can hardly be brought to a desirable 
‘rame of mind by diplomatic remonstrances.”’ 
Che Post expresses the opinion that: “Ttis 
evident equally from the inherent strength 
of the Chinese as from their manifest weak- 
1ess that a trifling policy is the worst that 
van be adopted. Europe must prepare 
sither to enforce or to renounce her treaty 
‘ights.”’

Reforms Favored by Labor, 

Quebec, Sept. 7.—The Dominion Labor 
Congress closed their annual session Satur- 
day and selected Toronto as their next meet- 
ing place, It declared for the establishment 
ofa Government printing deparsnent by 
each province for printing puolic documents 
and producing public school books to be 
given free to scholars, It recommend- 
ed free education, but not compulsory; 
tabled a motion t6 petition for the 
prohibition of Jewish immigration; urg- 
ed that Parliament legislate for the 
universal adoption of the eight-hour day, to 
be attained in three years by shortening 
present hours by 45 minutes a day each year; 
that articles manufactured in prisons and 
reformatorics be exported and sold abroad 
instead of being brought into competition 
with the product of Canadian labor in the 
local market; and declared that as it is de- 
sirable both toimprove the public credit by 
a further use of paper currency and to con- 
tinue large public works and improvements, 
both ofa national and munic ipal character, 
the latter should be persisted in and be sub- 
sidized by means of a new issue of paper 
money by the’ Federal Government, to be 
made redeemable in 30 or 50 years. 


The Petition Against Conmee Dismissed, 

Toronto, Sept. 7.—The petition against 
Mr. Conmee, West Algoma, was tried be- 
fore Justices Osler and Ferguson at Port 
Arthur in July last, and all the charges but 
one dismissed, The charge on which judg- 
ment was reserved was that Conmee had 
»rromised a Mrs, Tennant, whose influence 
fe had canvassed on behalf of her husband’s 
vote, a boarding-house at some point on the 
railway. The evidence went to show that 
Conmee met the lady one day and stopping 
her asked about her husband's vote. 
She said she would do what she 
sould, but added that one good turn 
deserved another and said ne would 
like to geta boarding house on the railway. 
Conmee admits having said that it would be 
all right, but says it was an evasive answer 
to put the lady off. Mrs. Tennant’s evi- 
lence was corroborated by the president of 
the Conservative Association, who heard the 
stion. ‘This fact went in Conmee’s 
favor, as their Lordships thought it must 
have been only an evasive anawer it 
by the re 
presence of so unportant a person as the 
president of the enemy's association, The 
petition was dismissed with costs,

Guetrn, Sept. 7.—Two Arabians are in 
the police cells on the charge of murder, 
Phe offence for which they were arrested 
was committed between Mapleton tnd Hall 
Station, Niagara County, N. Y., ou Aug, 
g It appears that Antonio Saad, aged 
26, and Habeb Saad, aged 21, were travel- 
ing through the country peddling jewelry, 
in company with a cousin, a girl about 17 
years of age named Katrina*Saad. Oh the 
day mentioned Habeb was seen quarreling 
with his cousin in the vicinity of a swamp. 
The girl was never afterwards seen 
alive, but her body was found some three 
days later in the woods. It is known 
that she had 850 in her 
and it is supposed she was murdered for her 
money. The marks on her body showed 
that she had beon murdered, and suspiéfon 
pointed to Habeb as the perpetrator, but he 
had disappeared. It was learned from a 
lotter written by his brother to a firm they 
buy goods from in New York that the 
yarties were in Guelph, John F. Kennedy, 
Jeputy Sheriff of Niagara Falls came here 
aad secured the services of Chief Randall 
and traced one of the Arabs to Rockwood, 
the youngest one, who is supposed to be the 
murderer, and arrested him in a store in 
that place. The other brother in town got 
wind of the pursuers of his brother and left 
the city on foot for Rockwood but was cap- 
tured on the way.

SAN Francisco, Cal, Se Australian 
mitils bring details of the Toss of the bark 
Kilen, which foundered on the voyage from 
Neweastle to Loumea.* During a severe 
storm it was discovered that the vessel was 
leaking and that there was six feet of water 
in the hold, All hands went to the pumps, 
but there exertions were useless, and all 
liope Of saving the vessel was abandoned, 
The captain issued instructions to man the 
boats. All hands left the bark and ina 
short tinie afterward the vessel foundered, 
It had been impossible to secure any water 
or proyisions and all were so: exhausted 
froin their exertions that they could scarce- 
ly stand. Two of the men were swept away 
by waves at one time anda third jumped 
overboard. The remainder did their best 
to Keep the course to Seal Rocks lighthouse. 
The captain and steward succumbed. Only 
one man, an able scaman named Peterson, 
was saved, while Captain Stevens and ten 
men were lost.

Proyinclal autonomy could not have been 
impaired by a deliberate dashing astde of 
the suspicions, most injurious to the Prov- 
ince, which the evidence had awakened. 
On the contrary, the denial of the story 
of misapplication, not in the restricted 
local arena, but in the Federal Parliamcnt 
and in the eyes of all Oanada, would 
have done much to remove the belief that 
the revenue of Quebec, which wo are asked 
to augment, fs wantonly wasted. The re- 
fusal of the Ministers to attend leaves the 
case In this position; The Legislature 
voted money for a railway. A new syndi- 
cate took hold of the undertaking, and be- 
fore it could posseas it had to pay to an 
agent and politician $100,000 of the ro- 
sources the Legislature had voted.

Lonpox, Sept. *8 Alice and Lizzie 
Taylor, motherand daughter, of Mooreville, 
are at present serving three months’ term in 
jail for their part in the stealing of some 
goods from a relutive, Miss Battin. Lizzie, 
the daughter, at the time of her arrest, had 
in her care her illegitimate child, which, 
subsequently diéd in the jail. A coroner's 
jury found that the child died from natural 
causes, but that its death was hastened 
through the action of Constable McFadden, 
the ofhcial who arrested the two women in 
the larceny case, it being stated that ho had 
not allowed the mother time to properly 
clothe the infant. ‘The case has even given 
new interest, however, by the re-arrest of 
the mother charged with killing the babe, 

The evidence of the jail surgeon, Dr, 
Smith, showed that when the child was 
brought to the jail, where it died, it was in 
a very emaciated condition, and, consider- 
ing the way it had been fed and clothed, as 
told to him, the result of death was only 
what might have been expected. 

Miss Annie Battin of Usborne, a cousin 
ofthe prisoner, said the ‘Tuylor girl told her 
she ‘would not feed it, oven if the little 
devil died.” The prisoner also told witness 
she had fed the child buttermilk, blackstrap 
and water.

AN EAGLE'S QUARRY. 


A Living Babe Borne Into the Air and 
Dropped to Its Death. 


Saunt Ste. Marre, Ont., Sept, 8.—John 
Cowadje, a Chippewa Indian, living on the 
shore of Echo Lake, started out yesterday 
to guide a party. His only child, a girl 
baby, was on the outside of the hut, near the 
Yoor, his wife being on the opposite side of 
the little dwelling. When the Indian father 
and the party had proceeded half a mile or 
so, they saw an enormous bald eagle circling 
over the edge of Echo Lake, near the hut, 
There was no thought of danger to the child, 
but their sportsman’s instinct prompted 
them to turn back to get ashot abt the bird. 

As they turned to retrace their stops, the 
eagle made a sudgen swoop to the earth, The 
Indian quickened his pace and reached his 
cabin in advance of the white men. When 
they arrived at the lake they saw’ a dead 
eagle of unusual size and formidable appear- 
ance lying upon the ground, near it the 
Indian babe, torn™and bleeding, and also 
dying. 

Thescream and rush of the great bird 
upon the child brought the Indian mother 
upon the scene, Her babe was already sov- 
eral feet in the air held by the ugly talons 
of the eagle, The child was evidently too 
heavy for the bird and was dropped to the 
earth. 

The fall caused its death. The eagle 
made another plunge for its victim, but was 
fought off by the mother, who succeeded in 
driving itaway. As the bird rose in the 
air it was shot by the father, who had 
arrived too late to save the child. 

The white men had no difficulty in secur- 
ing the eagle and they will have it stuffed.

An allowance In cash is 
msde the cflicers in Meu of rations, and 
they contract to have thelr own meats sup- 
plied at thelr moss.

Forthwith the cashier and another pro- 
ceeded to the coach yard of Alexander 
Lolth, and asked that personage if he had 
supplied a chaise tothe three men for 
Edinburgh on the previous moraing. 

*Yes, | did,’ replied Loith ; and ho add- 
éd, pointing to the ontrance, ‘thero is the 
very chaise coming into the yard now. Ib 
has just roturned.’ 

Tho postboy who had driven the chaiso 
was eagerly summoned, and questioned as 
to whoro ho had taken his fare, 

‘Ltook thomright into the middlo of 
Princess street,’ roplied the lad, *When 
wo had got to the ond of Charlotte street, 
or thereabouts, the three gente stopped mo 
sllof a sudden, and told me they didn't 
want to go any further, They got out of 
the chaiao in a twinkling, held their bun- 
dies in their hands, paid mo handsomo,and 
cut away'up tho noxt strect, and that was 
the last | saw of them.’ 

They were clearly now on tho track of 
tho robbers, Without waiting a moment, 
Mr. Walkinshaw, a writor in Glasgow, and 
Mr. Likely, the cashier, ordored a chaise, 
and sob off for Edinburgh, prepared to fol- 
low the robbers whorever they might find 
them to have gone, Thoy had obtained a 
particular and minute doscription of the 
throo mon, for all who thom 
agreed In the account of tholr appoarance, 
and they wore suro thoy would hayoe no 
difficalty In traclng thom by that. In 
Edinburgh the sconb was lost fora timo, 
and soveral hours wore spent In regaining 
it. At length they discovercod that the 
throo men of whom thoy wore in quost had 
dined in a small public house in Rose atroot 
and shortly ofter bad takon tholr doparturo 
in a chaise for London.

The Woodstock Sentinel-Review is a 
thorough-golng Reform newspaper, but it 
does not sharo the disloyal sontiments of the 
Hamilton Times.

We believe itto be a good thing for 
both countries, and for the world that this 
should continue, It is likely to if our national 
aspirations are not checked by national folly. 
While there is much to regret and to condemn 
in the retrospect, we have not yet come to the 
brink of despair. This is a good ond pleasant 
_land, the future home of a great nation. 

The words of our Woodstock contempo- 
rary are good, It differs from us widely ss 
to the best policy for Canada, but it is one 
with us in upholding a free and united Can- 
ada cherishing British connection. Would 
that many other Reform newspapers would 
speak out in a similar strain and fight the 
political battle without endeavoring to dis- 
parage our country. But with the oyvil 
example of Sir Richard Cartwright’s pesal- 
mistic walls and the constant efforts of the 
Globe—edited by an annexationiat—to run 
down the Dominion, their silence as to 
those slanders has had a very bad effect, 


THE LESSON OF THE CENSUS. 


The Montreal Gazette so ably sustains our 
contention as to the effect of the N.P. that 
we are tempted to reproduce its article in 
fall. Our contemporary says : 

1t was expected, as a matter of courso, 
that the Conservative tariff policy would 
be attacked by the Liberal leaders and the 
Liberal writers as the cause of the compar- 
atively small increase in population 
shown by Oansda during the past ten 
years.

The 
inference from these figures, which are 
Prepared by a Government In sympathy 
with the Liberal party, is that the decrease 
{n rural population has not been accom pa- 
nled by a like decrease in rural wealth ; but 
that tho falling away in the numbor of peo- 
ple fs the result of changed conditions in 
agelculture which enables the work on the 
farm to be done by a smaller number of 
hands, Mr, Gilbort Murray, the English 
Sgricultural authority, estimates the saviog 

to the British farmer by tho introduction 
of machinery, at twelyo shillings an acre 
por annum, That means simply the om- 
ployment of so much leas Iabor, and when 
the volame of labor {s lessened the popula- 
tlon natarally declines.

. He know Mr. Chapleau had corresponded 
with Crosby, traveller for the firm, regard 
ing business of the Printing Bureau. 
Chapleau wrote saying that no orders had 
been given the firm. The president wrote 
back saying Senecal had given an order 
which had been accepted in good faith, The 
goods were being manufactured, This was 
four or five months after they received the 
order. Mr, Chapleau was asked to take 
note of the delivery of the goods, but 
nothing more was heard from him, Witness 
had not a copy of Chapleau’s letter as 
Crosby had it with him in British Columbia. 
Crosby had a document relating to the 
Printing Bureau. Witness had talked to 
Crosby about “greasing” Senecal, 

Crosby said if Senecul kept on the firm 
would soon haye nothing Toft for profit. 
Senecal was always asking formoney. Fre- 
quently telegraphed to the firm. Senecal 
also sent a good many letters and telegrams, 
Those containing ordera were filed away, 
while those of peculiar interest were put in 
the safe, and Crosby had them now in B: itish 
Columbia, 

Witness was asked if his firm contributed 
to election funds, but the chairman ruled 
the question out of order. 

R. L. Patterson of Miller & Ricbard, To- 
ropto, had got his type, which he supplied 
the Government, into the country free. 

Mr, Lister asked witness whether his firm 
had given money to assist the Government 
in the elections. 

Chairman Wallace thought the committee 
should not exceed its privileges and disal- 
lowed the question. 

Sir Richard Cartwright called for a vote 
and the decision of the chair was sustained 
19 to 12. 

Mr. Chapleau asked leave to makea few re- 
marks fe said he wrote to the Dominion 
Type Foundry saying that he wanted an ex- 
dlanation of the statement that he, (Chap- 
fea) had asked for money. President Stark 
wrote back to him denying that such state- 
ment had beon made and assuring him that 
none of the company’s officials had said so, 
Stark had said he had been asked for money 
but denied that he had accused Chapleau of 
doing so.

Witness replied that on one oc- 
casion the manager hind said he was goin 
to let Chapleau know what Senecal 
was doing. Chapleau asked when the 
first order was given by  Senecal. 
Witness said Senecal came in with a letter 
signed by Chapleau saying that Senecal had 
been Soh superintendent of Printing 
Bureau. On that day Senecal was given list 
of prices. No order was given "then, but 
afterwards Senecal showed witness a printed 
copy of statute appointing him superinten- 
dent. He knew that within a month after 
this Crosby came to Ottawa to get order, 
Within six months order was completed, 
and Senecal declined to accept the material, 
giving no reason for {so doing. Chapleau 
also wrote saying that no order had been 
given out, that Senccal had no authority to 
give orders. The type was finally accept- 
ed. 

Witness had heard from a member of the 
firm and knew himself why the type was 
taken. It was because Francis Benoit of 
Montreal put a cheque from the firm of $1,- 
000 for Liberal Conservative club of that 
city. After that material was accepted 
witness drew out thoecheque himself. This 
was in January or February, 1888, The 
cheque was given Benoit by somebody whom 
witness did not know. Either the manager, 
or the president told him to draw cheque, 
and AS spoken of was given in spring of 
1887, until four or five weeks ago, witness 
had in his possession two notes of $150 and 
$200 respectively given by Senecal to the 
firm in the year 1887, Crosby, the 
manager, now had these notes. Senecal 
had got this money from the manager, say- 
ing that he was moving to Ottawa, and 
wanted money The firm had found that if 
did not give Senecal they 
would get no order Senecal wo , 
‘Well, if you don't 
” Witness nover expecta 
to meet his notes, but Mr. Murray, the then 
president of the company, believed that 
Senecal would.

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A NORTH-WEST CAIN. 


Particulars of Gonius Wobb's Murder of 
His Brother at Baldor, 

Wixarrea, Man., Sept. 9.- John Webb, 
a farmer living 12 miles south of Balder, a 
village on the Northern Pacific 152 miles 
from Winnipeg, was fatally shot on Friday 
last by his brother Genius in a dispute 
over the ownership of three stacks of 
wheat, Genius loaded his gun and went 
out to shoot prairie chickens. Ho met his 
brother John and they began quarreling 
over the division of the wheat, both claim 
ing the stacks in question. John dared 
Genius to touch the grain; there was an in- 
terchange of passionate words, and suddenly 
Genius, ablaze with anger, put his gun to 
his shoulder and leveled it at his brother, 
who was two rodsaway. ‘The heavy charge 
of shots struck John on the neck and left 
breast, inflicting fatal wounds, The shoot- 
ing was witnessed by a third brother, who 
gave the alarm. ‘The fratricide was arrest- 
ed and taken into Brandon and brought to 
Winnipeg. Genius Webb blames his broth. 
ers for what occurred. He says that his 
two brothers had nearly beaten the life out 
of him and he was getting even with them. 
He takes matters quietly and does not seem 
to appreciate the position he is in. The 
yrisoner is a young man of 30, and his father 
lives in London, Ont. 


THE WHEELBARROW PUSHER. 


Alex. McKeo Mysteriously Missing from 
His Home at Windsor. 

Winpsor, Sept. 9.—Alexander McKee, 
one of the oldest residents of Windsor is 
missing and his relatives and friends are 
very solicitous as to his welfare. He has 
been popularly known in this vicinity for 
40 years. Ho is an uncle to McKee 
Rankin, the actor. In 1849 he left Wind- 
sor for California pushing a wheelbarrow 
the entire distance across the continent and 
his experience while on the trip and after 
reaching California form the basis for 
MeKee Rankin’s popular play ‘49.” He 
prospered in California and purchased con- 
siderable land in Essex County upon return- 
ing to Canada but it long ago took wings. 
The missing map was the author of the 
famous Californii guide book bearing his 
name, 


A Miraculous Railway Escape, 

Sautt Ste. Marie, Ont., Sept. 9.—The 
express train from the east was thrown off 
the track about two miles east of Webwood, 
Algoma, yesterday morning. The engine 
was turned over. on its back: the baggage 
car ran on top of the engine, and the mail 
car was shivered into splinters, The escape 
of everyone on the train was most miracu- 
lous. Mr, Mallard was on the mail car, 
and suffered but a few scratches. Engineer 
Nelson and the fireman stuck to their posts 
and crawled out of the caboose when the 
engine landed on her back in the ditch. 





Algoma Gameand Wild Bensts, 

Sautt Ste. Maris, Ont., Sept. 9,— 
Archie Wilson killed three bears last week 
in the vicinity of Shingwank Home, Robert 
Clark killed a bear yesterday on the Ran- 
kin property and received $6 for the skin. 
This is the fourth bear killed in that vi- 
cinity in about 10 days, 

A number of red deer have found their 
way into the conntry around Bar River, and 
parties claim to have heard the cry of wolves 
in full chase, These animals are strangers in 
Algoma and must have been driven here by 
bush fires or sharp hunting eastward.

Montreal Liye Stock Market, 
(Gazette, Sept. 8.) 

Live stock exporters are about tired of 
shipping fat cattle and losing money, and 
as 8 result the froight brokers on the regu- 
Jar lines are doing some great hustling to 
fill thelr boa's, The stockers’ space is all 
belog filled, however, and the shipments 
this week will be very heavy. Shippers of 
stockers say they are not losing money, but 
they are not making anything to speak of, 
last week's sales leaving a margin of about 
10c, per head on an averago. The demand 
for stockers was brisk here to day, about 
500 head being picked up by three or four 
shippers at prices ranging from 3hce@4jo, 
Private advices say that some good farmers’ 
cattle made a little money in Liverpool to- 
day, but thegeneral run of cattle lost heavily. 

The British markete are so bad for sheep 
that thore is practically no demand here, 
sales being reported as low as 3c. The hog 
trade wpened brisk, bub prices took a drop 
towards the end of the week to 5 50@85.- 
60. There was an improvement this morn- 
ing, however, sales belng made at $5.75, 

The recolpte at the Mast End abattoir to- 
day were 600 cattle, 450 sheep and lambs, 
150 calves and 10 lean hogs. While prices 
were none too good the demand for cattle 
was brisk, Bu‘chers took what good cattle 
there were at 3jc@44o. Exporters bought 
freely of stockers, paying from 3}c@3jo, 
and the inferior stuff offering sold down to 
2hc, the market being woll cleaned up. 
There was a good demand for sheep and 
lambs at $3 50@86, aud $2.50@$4. Calves 
sold well ab $5@$12, and lean hogs at from 
$3@87 each.

Upon cooler reflection, however, the 
committe came to a compromise under- 
standing and agreed that “The Queen and 
the country” should be the loyal toast, The 
Varliamentary Committee’s report just 
insuied sets forth that it is to be regretted 
that the Government has given Sonsid erable 
balance of power to capital in the appoint- 
inent of the Boyal Labor Commission. ‘Thic 
report holds that in so doing the Govern- 
ment is wilfully placing/the inquiry now in 
yrogress upon the side of the employers of 
sbor, ‘The report adds that the organiza- 
tion of labor is making satisfactory progress 
throughout the country. 

The president, Thomas Burt, M.P., in his 
opening address yesterday congratulated 
the Congress upon being the largest body 
of representatives of trades union to 
mnect in any part of the world. Mr. Burt 
also said he was glad 80 see that women's 
unions were so largely represented at the 
Congress as the women needed more organ: 
izing than the men. The president express- 
ed the opinion that wherever women did 
the same work in quantity and quality 
as men they ought to ask the same 
pay as men and the latter ought to sup- 
port them in their demands, Mr. Burk 
predicted as the trades unions grew strong- 
or strikes would diniinish in number and im- 
portance, Referring to arbitration as a 
means of settling disputes between employer 
and employes Mr, Burt said: ‘*While arbi- 
tration affords a chance of arriving at a 
settlement, it is criminal to strike.” 

Touching upon the subject of State legis— 
lation in regard to workmen, their manner 
of employment and their hours of labor, he 
declared that this was a subject upon which 
a great dividing line was drawn between 


workmen, some advocating that the 
functions of the State ought to be 


limited to enforcing existing laws and others 
desiring such action upon the part of the 
state as would lead toa fundamental change 
in the entire industrial system, Mr. Burt 
believed that self help wus the best solution 
for existing social problems and declared 
that in his opinion advocating of the sugges- 
tion that the state should be the producer 
and employer of labor would lead to disaster 
if applied. 

After a considerable discussion the con- 
gress, by a large majority, approved of a 
resolution fayoring an international eight- 
hour law. 


FRENCH WORKENGMEN’S PILGRIMAGE. 


Rook, Sept. 9.—The coming of the French 
workingmen’s pilgrimage at Paris this 
month is awaited with interest, 20,000 work 
men will take part. Count De Mun will 
accompany the pilgrims and read the ad- 
dress to the Pope. 

In this address Connt De Mun will thank 
Leo XIII, in the name of the working class 
for his intervention in favor of the social 
question and will attest to the great pro- 
gress made since the publication of the re- 
cent encycial letter in more just and equit- 
able regulations of labor. 


BRITISH COMMERCE. 


Trade Returns Already Show a Decided 
Contraction—Distress in Europe. 

Lonpor, Sept. 9.—The Board of Trade 
returns show that the threatened contrac- 
tion of British commerce has already com- 
menced, The decrease in exports is mainly 
due to the falling off in the tin plate trade, 
and to a decrease of £905,000 in textile ex- 
ports. £4,000 is in cotton goods exported 
to the East, Corn and flour imports show 
a decline for 1890, indicating a large de- 
minution, as prices have been higher, Other 
food imports show increases. 





Lord Salisbury on the Dardanelles. 


Lonpon, Sept, 9,—In a letter to « corres- 
pondent Lord Salisbury, referring to the 
wrivileges which the Porte is supposed to 
favs granted Russia, by permitting vessels 
of her volunteer fleet to pass the Dardanel- 
les, says: Russia possesses no rights as to 
the passage of the Dardanelles or Bosphor- 
us which are not possessed by the other 
powers also. 

Italy and the Coming War. 

Rome, Sept. 9.—The Italian Government 
has sent an urgent order for 50,000 rifles to 
the Terni factory and has instructed Gen. 
Ricotti, formerly Minister of War, to min- 
utely inspect the forts in the Alpine dis- 
tricts.

A French ex-President Dead, 


Pants, Sept. 10.—M. Jules Greyy, form- 
erly President of the Republic, is dead. 

(Francois JulesP. Grevy, ex-President of 
the French Republic, was born at Mont-sons- 
Vaudrey, in the Jura, Aug, 15, 1807, He 
was edticatedin the College of Poliguy, after- 
wards studiad law in Paris and in dae 
course wis admitted an advocate. He took 
part in the Revolution of Jnly, 1830, and 
was subsoqnently much employed at the bar 
ma defender of members of the Radical 
party, who were charged with the commis- 
sion of political offences. M: Grevy opposed 
the Goyernment of Louis Napoleon, and 
protested against the expedition to Rome. 
After the coup detaty he held aloof fron 
politics and confined himself to tho prac- 
tice of his profession. 

At the general eloction of February 1876; 
he was returned to the National Assembly 
by thearrondissement of Dole in the depart- 
ment of the Jura, and on the meeting of the 
Chamber he was elected its president. Ho 
was re-clected by the new Chamber of De- 
puties, Nov, 10. 1877, and again in Jan,, 
J879. After the resignation of Marshal 
MaeMahon, M. Grevy was elected President 
of the Republic for seven years on Jan. 30, 
1879, when 563 yotea were recorded in his 
favour; 99 being to General Chanzy (against 
his will), fiveto M. Gambetta, ona each to 
General Ladmirault, the Duc d’ Aumale, and 
General Gallifet. On the expiration of this 
period he was again clected, but resigned in 
1887, his resignation being indirectly due to 
the decoration scandals in which his son-in- 
law was implicated.)

SAME ACROSS THE BORDER. 


Canada is not alone in experiencing, dur- 
Ing the past decade, a decrease of popula- 
tion In some of the rural districts, with a 
comparatively small increase therein on the 
whole, and a heavy increase in the urban 
element. The United States has experl- 
enced the same results. 

The Quarterly Register of Current History, 
published at Detroit, in its last number dis- 
cusses the United States consus. It says 
that in Maine, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
and New York, the numerical increase in 
the urban element Js greater than the in- 
crease of the total population, so that in 
these States the rural population has actu- 
ally diminished. 1a the Western division 
of States, considered as a whole, the urban 
population has also gained somewhat more 
rapidly than the total population. ‘There 
are 2,781 counties in the United States ; In 
405 of these there has been an actual de- 
crease of population since 1880, as against 
8 decrease in 138 countles during the pre- 
ceding decade.” This shows that the ten- 
dency of population Is to move cltywards— 
that farming requires less mon as machinery 
improves—and tells us that Canada must

The Japaucse Lecture. 

The meeting addreesod by Mr. Tozo Ohno, 
the Japanese student, last evening, In tho | 
lecture room of St, Acdrow’s church, proved 
vory Inatructive and enteriainiug, aod w 
well attended by representatives from the | 
different churches in the city. Rov. M.W. | 
Maclean, M A., prealded and conducted te | 
devotional exercteor, rrxsiated by Key, Mr, 
Munro, Mr. Ohno's lecture, considering 
the shortness of the time allotted to him, 
gave his audionce a very vivid Impression 
of Japan's physical, social and religious life. 
Tho address sparkled with mavy apt i!'us- 
trations drawn from his present surround. 
ings, showiog him porsossed of that obsery- 
ing, penetrating mind characteriatic cf the 
Japanese, In his comparison of the Eng- 
Hoh and Japanese languages, while showing 
some of tho superlorities of the former, ho 
showed that the Japanese was superior in 
having the phonettc method of spelling, and 
humorously criticized from a foreigner's 
polut of view, such words as rein, rain, and 
relgo, with the same sound, bub differont 
spolling and meanings. 

He very clearly and sovsibly removed 
some false impressions of Japan received in 
America from men visiting Japan only for 
a short time, or from >rejadiced carelessly 
written deecriptions. He Illustrated by 
the conception that he held concerning 
Oanada before he came—thatit was a place 
of snow and icv; that the people, even in 
Montreal, livod in ico houses. Thie people 
who said that In Japan they had no beds, 
and poor houees, are as far from the truth 
as ho would be if he went home to Japan 
and said the same of us, because he saw 
poople sleeping at night on Brooklyn 
bridge. His conception of the late blood- 
less revolution in Japar—now the wonder 
of history—was vory interesting, and his 
earnest appeal to christlans in the preeent 
orlsis to ald in the m@ulding of the re- 
ligious life for future Japan was exceeding- 
ly impressive. Mr, Ohno's address Irst 
evening, we feel sure would allow no one 
who had heard tt any longer to say that 
“‘missions to tho heathen are a failure,” 
With lees than threo years’ practice in 
spesking English, his address waa a rare 
treat, and he showed qualities of mind and 
heart to be envied by the 
averago Canadian. A yote of thanks to 
the lecturer was moved by Mr. Northrop 
and seconded by Mr. Walker and heartily 
endorsed by the audience. 

For the Government Museum. 

Prof. Macoun, of tho geological survey, 
has returned to Ottaws, from Lis trip to 
the Bantt National psrk, whither he went 
about ten weeks ago to organize a Govern: 
ment museum. Ho has secured over 125 
apecies of Rocky Mountain birds and over 
1,000 species of plants. It is intended 
shortly to secure a collection of the min- 
erale, fish, and mammals of that part of 
the Dominion. Prof. Macoun speaks in 
the most glowing terms of the Manitoba 
aud North west harvests. On his way 
home he passed through Calgary, Edmon- 
ton, Prince Albert an Indian Head districts 
in the Nerthwent and obtained a good idea 
of the condition and extent of the crops ab 
those places. Everywhero he went the

HORRORS OF EARTHQUAKE. 


Whole Citles Wiped Out—Great Loss of 
Life and Damage to Property. 

New Youn, Sept. 11.—A. special to The 
Herald from San Salvador says: ‘Millions 
of dollars’ worth of property and many lives 
were deatroyed in this republic by an earth- 
quake to-day. Whole towns were wiped 
out, nud so far as advices received here indi- 
cate, hardly a city in the country, except 
those along. the... coast, escaped the 
awful effects of the conyulai At just 
five minutes before 2 this ‘morning the 
earth began to shake. People rushed into 
the streets in their night clothing, and 
while the shock lusted only twenty seconds 
before it had passed, there was a panic: 
stricken mob breaking its way to, the open 
country outside the city. While the shock 
lasted the earth rose and fell in long waves, 
and strong men.were unable to keep their 
fect. The panic-atricken people flocked to 
the open ground outside of the city, tempor- 
ary sheltora were thrown up wherever pos- 
sible, but nearly all of the men and a great 
inany of the women and children had only 
the sky for u cover, The towns throughout 
the country have suffered imore severely 
than the Capital even, Analuquito and 
Comasasgua, have been eompletely destroy- 
ed, Cojutepeque, Santa Lecla, San Pedro 
and Masahuet were so badly shaken that 
they are pasesioe ly ruined, whilo the shook 
was plainly felt and damage was done by it 
at Santa Ava and Susimitepeque fally sixty 
miles from here.

A NEW INSECT PEST. 


“108 the namerous ingect pests which are 
préjudiclal to agriculture and kindred In- 
dustries, not a few—notably the Colorado 
potato beetle, which came in with the Grits 
in 1873—have invaded our favored land 
fromthe United States; That source of 
supply for boodlers and other noxious ver- 
min is not yet exhausted, liberal though its 
contribations of undesirable creatures have 
been, for we note with concern that a new 
aud highly ondosirable Insect has appeared 
on our very borders in the neighboring 
country, namely in Oswego Oounty, N. Y., 
and may reasonably be expected to spread 
into/ Canada within a very short time—by 
next season, ab least. 

The pest in question is thus spoken of by 
the Oswego Times; 

During the past season & tly, new te this ro- 
gion, has appeared in this locality which is very 
annoying to cattle—so much so that herds of 
cows havé generally materislly shrank in their 
yibid of milk, Thecattle are so annoyed by the 
constant attacks of these insects that they neg 
loge to-foed, and the yield of milk falls off, 

T a tention of Dr. J, A. Lintrier,State 
Fat oma bot wes called ‘to the appear- 
ance of the pest in Oswego county and the 
rosult is tho following letter, to Hon. J. A, 
Place, editor ofthe Oswego Times, which 
will bo of Interest to dairymen overy- 
where: 

Hon, T,'Ai Place : 

Dear Siz,—I am sorry to be obliged to 
announce the advent in your county of a 
Very injarious insect pest, which ts des- 
titied to increase and do much harm to the 
dairy interest, whatever efforts may bo 
made to arrest) its spread,. With timely 
waralng, howevor, and a general effort to 
prevent’ the increase of the pest, its Injur- 
ios may be matorially lossoned, 

The newoomor is the cow horn fly, nac- 
nuntobia werrata, ts introduction In your 
county Is quite recent, and it was doubt- 
less brought by one of your railroads 
probably the R. W. & O. which, travorsos 
the northern part of your county, as it 
was reported to mo under dato of Aug. 25 
from # farm at Demater,through which tho 


in swarms, causing sometimes large, raw 
sores on the shoulders and by the root of 
the tail and also by the navel. Thoy 
also covor the horns at times. Thoy ap- 
parently attack fat cattle as readily as those 
in poor flesh, White and light colored 
cattle do nob seem to be as much attacked 
as the black or dark ones. On spotted cat- 
tle, tho files are sometimes thick on tho 
black spots, while there are hardly any on 
the white. The fly seems more hardy than 
our common one, and takes more to kill it. 
If there Is anything that can be done to 
get rid of this plague, our dairymen would 
be glad to kreow It, and avail themselves of 
the information, and relleve their cattle, 
which are suffering greatly day and night,” 

The Injaries resulting from the attack of 
this fly do not result in the death of the 
infested antmals, as was fireat reported, but 
thoy occasion large sores upon the body in 
yarlous places, and from the irritation and 
ioflammation that the myriad files cause, 
there followsa great falling off in the amount 
of milk given—variously estimated at from 
one-third to one-half. 

In New Jeraey 1b has been found that the 
fly was most troublesome in June and early 
July, and that efter the middle 2f August 
ib gave comparatively little trouble, But 
even if you are to escape from any serious 
farther trouble from it this year, you should 
do what you can to prevent its continual 
multiplication, 

Knowing that the fly deposits Its eggs In 
the fresh droppings of the cattle,and mostly 
during the night, and that it lives and ma- 
tores therein, I would say that every morn- 
ing, in infested lopalities, these droppings 
be carefully and thinly spread in the fields, 
so that it may ab once dry. The eggs and 
the larve would die in the dry material and 
could not mature therein. Another method 
of killing the insect in its early stages, but 
perhaps not so good as the preceding, is to 
scattér lime over the fresh droppings. To 
prevent the files from biting the cattle, I 
know nothing better than once a week go- 
ing over the bodies with a sponge dipped 
in whale-oll in which some carbolic acid has 
been mixed, only applying it to the tips of 
the hairs. 

Thus forewarned, our farmers will know 
how to deal with this pest should {t make 
an unwelcome appearance amongst thelr 


herds.

THE KEEWATIN ENQUIRY. 


Orrawa, Sept. 12.—In the Public Ac- 
counts Committee yesterday, Mr. John 
Cornish, a sailor on the Keewatin, swore 
that he knew nothing particularly of the 
items under question in the Auditor-Gen- 
eral’s account, except that for a small boat 
which he sold to Governor Schultz His 
pay onthe Keewatin was $52.50. The 
mariner Monkman accompanied him on that 
yoyage, and the total expenses of the trip 
were the bill of the witness, $52.50 for 
wages, provisions, ctc., and Monkman’s 
wages, 328. 

Ho swore that a man named Matthew 
Watt built the boat for $300. Th includ- 
ed_the hull, rigging, two masts and two 
sails. There were no top-sails in the original 
contract nor were they subsequently pur- 
chased. 

The Keewatin sailed on that question- 
able trip, on June 15th, 1889. The crew, 
Monkman and Stewart, were engaged on 
May 15th, a month previous to setting sail. 
He would not swear that Stewart did not 
work for him in his private capacity during 
that month while waiting for thie completion 
of the boat. The Governor swore that he 
said $100 to Stewart. In cross-examination 
Ir. Schultz said that $87 was charged for 
utensils, which were afterwards lost in o 
capsize. 

Mr. Barwick, who is looking after Mr. 
Schultz's interests, brought out the fact that 
Faulthorpe got the money to pay the steno- 
graphers hired by him. He got only $70 for 
his two months’ work, $130 going to steno- 
graphers hired by him. 

Mr. Mulock insinuated that Mr. Barwick 
had been coaching the witness, and the 
Toronto barrister became irate; he insisted 
upon a retraction and Mulock had finally 
to apologize, 

The witness’ testimony was unimportant, 
and Mr. Mulock said he had no more wit- 
nesses.

‘Take, for instance, the Lennox case of 
1884, when Mr. Prayn was unseated be- 
: cause one of his supporters loaned $5 to a 
be nelghbor of his side of politics to whom jhe 
occasionally Jent money, after the polls 
closed and without any previous arrange- 
mentor promise, This was undoubtedly 
8 great hardship to a candidate against 
whose return nothing else was proved, and 
so Judge Armour stated. Having In view 
this and other cases of undue severlty an- 
der the law, the Govéernmént this session 
presented an acb amending the Election 
Act. This measure has been discussed In 
a business-like “manner by mombers 
on both sides of the House, and 
some desirable amondmerts have beon 
passed. One of these is to make tho ac- 
_ceptance of a bribe a punishable offence—a 
proylalon which ought long ago to havo been 
made, for the man who sells his vote Js 
worse than he who buys {t.~ The bill also 
provides that an election petition shall be 
filed within forty days after the declaration 
by the returning officer, which will remove 
a grievance that the Grits havo greatly cher- 
ished, namely that they have been discrim- 
inated against by the Clerk of the Crown 
in Chancery In gazetting the return of mem- 
bers. The House also resolved to amend 
the law, so that a candidate shall not be 
unseated when {t fs known that no corrupt 
practice was committed by the candidate 
personally, and that the offences wero com- 
mitted contrary to the order and without 
the sanction or connivance of the candidate; 
that the candidate took all reasonable means 
for preventing the commission of corrupt 
practices ; thab"the offences mentloned were 
of « trivial, animportant and limited char- 
actor; and that in all other respects the 
election was free from any corrupt practice, 
‘The quostion was raised whether this part 
of the Act should be retroactive, as ib af- 
fects the standing of all the mombors of tho 
House against whom petitions have been 
filed. Tho Minister of Justice sald that he 
thought the aitiondment should not be ro- 
troactlye; but the House did nob decide 
the question,

through his representations, Sir William 
White, the British ambassador to Turkey, 
was given an audience by the Sultan yester- 
day. The gravity ofthe situation is indi 
cated in the summons calling the envoys of 
the Porte at Vienna, Berlin, St, Potersburg 
and London to Constantinople, The French 
Ambassador, the Count of Montebello, wha 
was on the eve of presenting his letters of 
recall to the Sultan, has been instructed by 
his government to remain at his post in 
order to prevent the Sultan, underthe pres- 
sure of othor diplomats, from weakening and 
breaking his resolutions. 

The latest intelligence from Constanti- 
nople indicates the success of Franco-Rus- 
sian diplomacy in Turkey. ‘The Sultan has 
offered a place in the Ministry to Chakir 
Pasha, a declared partisan of asian alli- 
ance, and known to be a foe of England and 
the dreibund, 

The foreign office here regards England's 
difficulty with complacency, Lord Salis- 
bury’s solicitations for diplomatic aid forces 
Mugland into closer union with the triple 
alliance and thus tends in the direction of 
bringing about a formal compact between 
England and Germany, Austrian and Italy, 
Hitherto Lord Salisbury has rejected all 
overtures looking to England’s becoming a 
party to the dreibund compact. 

Moniou, Sept. 14.—Emperor William of 
Germany has conveyed very clearly in high 
Bavarian quarters his impression that war is 
to be expected and that all Germany should 
be prepared. At thesame time he appeared 
to have no apprehension as to the result. In 
addition to notifying the reserves the Ger- 
man Government has ordered a careful in- 
spection of horses subject to call for use in 
the army, and this order is being carried 
out everywhere.

A FRONTIER CONFLICT 


Keported to Have Taken Place Betweon 
Afghans and Russians, 








ViENNA, Sept. 14.—Rnumors have reached 
this city that conflicts have recently occur- 
red on the Afghan frontier between Russian 
and Afghan troops, 

The rumor given above may have some 
foundation in fact when it is remembered 
that a cable despatch from Cabul on Monday 
last stated that General Alikhanoff had been 
arrested in the capital of Afghanistan, He 
was charged with being a spy in the employ 
of the Russian Government. 

General Alikhanoff, or, to give him his 
full name, General Alikhanoff-Avarsky, was 
captured while disguised as a Moslem de- 
yotee. It is claimed on his behalf that he 
18 no longer in the employ of the Russian 
Government, and hs was recently dismis- 
sed from the military post which he held in 
the Czar’s service, 

It is probable that stern measures will 
be taken by the Ameer of Afghanistan in 
the case ot this important prisoner, who 
is considered by the British authorities to 
be one of the most daring, astute and 
dangerous men in the Russian service. 

Alikhanoff worked upthe sentiment which 
finally led to the annexation of Mera by 
Russia. The Russian general may have 
been at his old tricks again, and by advice 
probably. 

The present Ameer of Afghanistan is sub- 
sidized by the Britash Government, and 
there is also a British resident a8 his capital, 
Cabul, which is said to have been strongly 
fortified of recent years under the super- 
vision of British officers,

Lonpon, Sept. 15,- The World's Young 
Men's Christian Association has just com 
ploted its annual table of statistics, From 
this it appears there are in Great Britain 
and Ireland 756 centres and 78,000 members. 
In London there are 65 associations, and a 
membership of 10,000 and an annual cost of 
$150,000, Exeter Hall, with 1,500 mem- 
bors, costs $60,000 a year. Liverpool has

We shall raise our own food, and a manufac- 
turing class, withdrawn from agriculture ond 
other pursuits, shall furnish the farmer a mar- 
ket for his surplus near to his fields and gardens, 
which he exchanges for the product of the shop 
and loom, I would not introduce politics, Ido 
not intend to cross ary lines of division, but I 
think we ehall agree, though we may differ as to 
the means by“which it is to be done, that the 
nearer together the producer and consumer can 
be brought the leas waste there is in transporta- 
tion, and the greater gain in wealth, (Applause.) 

This is an admirably clear and concise 
atatement of a sound economical doctrine. 
The statement as to tho United States Is at 
least equally applicable to Canada; for if 
our range of products Is nob so extensive as 

that of the neighboring country, Canada is 
a more fruitful producer of the great food 
staples, and has such undoubted superiority 

_ {n natural resources as to pre-eminently fit 
her fora manufacturing coantry. Tho only 
way {n which those resources can be so uti: 
lized, is by following the example of the 
United States in creating a home market 
by protecting home Industries. 


A POOR SPIRITED PARTY. 


Since the Liberal leaders turn to the 
United States so unfailingly for argument 
in debate, assistance in battle and solace in 
defeat, says the World, we would recom- 
mend that they look there for an example 
that has so far escaped them. The Demo- 
cratic party resembles the Reform party in 
many respects, but chiefly In a broad 
similarity of attitude towards the trade 
question.

It 
has shown, as both partios in England have 
shown, that a political party in opposition 
may stillbo a patriotic party.

TILE ISLAND CF MITYLENE, 
on the west coast of which is Syri, seized by

Grecian Archipelago, is the most productive 
of those islands; is one of the largest and 
has a splendid harbor capable of float- 
ing a dozen of the largest ironclads 
in the British navy. The island 
is only about 50 knots from the eastern en- 
trance of the Bosphorons, and if fortified the 
power holding it would command that im- 
portant straight, 
the island are, or were, Greeks, but the 
Turks are numerous. The centre of the 
island is mountainous, sloping to the sea on 
all sides and producing excellent wine and 
figs. Thirty years ago half a dozen British 
man-of-war eemcltor tlic old type, anchored 
there under the command of Sir George 
Nares, and were well received by the in- 
habitants, both Greek and Turks. It was 
then that the great importance of the place 
AS a natural stronghold, commanding as it 
does the eastern entrance to the Bos shorous, 
became apparent. In_ seizing Mitylene, 
Lord Salisbury has made a move worthy 
of the late Lord Beaconsfield. Lesbos, 
the ancient name of an island in the 
Grecian Archipelago, belonging to Turkey, 
called, during the Middle Ages, Mity- 
lene (from its capital city), and hence, by 
the modern Greeks, Mitylen or Melino, and 
by the Turks, Midilli., It lies 40 miles 
south-east of Lemnos (q. y.), near the const 
of Asia Minor, from which it is distant only 
ten miles; area, about 600 square miles; 
population about 40,000, of whom from 
15,000 to 18,000 are Turks, the rest are 
Greeks. Lesbos is rather mountainous, but 
only one of the mountains attain an eleva- 
tion of 3,000 feet.

CANADIAN AGRARIANISM. 
An Arrest in Haldimand and Committed 
for Trial, 

HAGERSVILLE, Ont., Sept. 16.—Govern- 
ment Detective Murray of Toronto, who ar- 
rived here Saturday, yesterday arrested 
Charles O'Hara and his wife of the township 
of Rainham, for malicious injury of property. 
William J, Dougherty, a shoemaker of 
Hagersville, owns a farm adjoining O'Hara's 
which he has rented to Walter Moulton for 
farming purposes. O'Hara wanted to rent 
& portion of the farm from Moulton for 
musture which was refused because of the 
ack of French protection. O'Hara then 
swore that nothing would be allowed to grow 
on the farm and had made several threats. 
It appears that he once owned this farm 
and that the circumstances connected with 
his losing possession have made him desir- 
ous of revenge, On one occasion the plow 
and harrows belonging to Moulton were 
placed upon a pile of rails and set on 
fire and destroyed. On another occasion 11 
or 12 of the best apple trees were 
girdled, and again later on in the season o 
field of barley about heading was cut and 
slashed with a scythe irregularly and in dif- 
ferent places and destroyed much of the 
crops, On other occasions fencing was 
thrown down, set fire to and burned. 
Things became so bad that the Government 
was requested to send a detective. 

The accused were arranged before Justices 
Stewart and Howard and committed to 
Cayuga jail. 


MApnrip, Sept. 16.—The floods have been 
general in the south of Spain. The damage 
done is simply terrible in its extent. Sever- 
al trains have been devailed and railroad 
tracks, and roads are everywhere washed 
away. In the province of Toledo the rush 
of water from the Consucgra River was so 
sudden that hundreds of people were drown- 
ed in their beds. The aspect of the town is 
frightful. Four hundred bodies have al- 
ready been recovered and a hundred corpses 
can be seen floating in the river. 

A national relief fund has been opened. 
The wine and grain have been destroyed 
throughout the flooded sections. ‘Troops 
and corps of citizens are doing their utmost 
to succor the sufferers. Thousands of 
families are homeless and starving, Re- 
lief trains are being despatched to the 
scenes of the disaster. 

A moderate estimate places de total 
death list at2000, Bodies of the drewned 
are being gathered and buried in trenches 
Many bodies found are entirely nude. 


In Mitylene Occupied?

Senlers Again Shot At. 

Vieronta, B. C., Sept. 16.—The San 
Fraucisco schooner City of San Diego, reach- 
ed here last night with 600 skins from Cop- 
per Island, on the Russian side of Behring 
Sea, She reports that they exchanged vol- 
leys with the crew of a Russian man-of-war 
resulting in on both sides, The 
schooner Hamilton Lewis, to cover the ro- 
treat of her consorts, ongaged the Russian 
and was captured. Tho hunters of the San 
Diego express grave fears ns to the probable 
fate of her crew, as they say that several 
shots wero fired at the Russians in tho skir- 
mish that morning and probably some gsol- 
diers were killed.

Liquorice of Commerce. 





Whore it is Produced and How it is Pre- 
pared for Market, 


The British Gonsul at Bussorsh, in an 
interesting report on the growth of the 
liquorice plant on the banks of the Tigris 
and Euphrates, says that these great rivera 
in the part where the root is found flew 
through flat, troeloss pralries of uncultivated 
and nearly uninhabited land. For three 
months of the year hot winds blow, and the 
temperature reaches 104. For six months 
the climate is moderato and salubrious,and 
for three months bleak and wintery, the 
thermometer going downto 30at night. | 

The liquorice plant is a small shrub, with 
light foliage, growing to about three feet 
high, where its root can reach the water. 
It grows without any cultivation, No lands 
are loased for the purpose, and no objection 
is made to ita being cultivated. It ts found 
in abundance from Otesiphon, ten miles 
from Bagdad, down to Kat ul-Acara, half 
way betwsea Bursorah and Bagdad. It 
grows on red earth soll, and also on light, 
almost sandy, acil, where the wood is best, 
provided it has plenty of water, and the 
ground is nob more than fifty yards from 
the actual river or stream. 

Only one firm works it {on Bagdad, andit 
is well known that the business is a pros- 
perous one, The wood, after beiag once 
dug up and cut, grows again botter after: 
ward. The time of collecting is, generally 
epeaking, during the winter, but it is pos- 
sible all the year round. The root when 
dag is full of water, and must be allowed 
to dry, a process which takes the best part 
of a year, especially in hot weather. tis 
then sawed or cub into small pleces six in- 
ches toa foot long. The good and sound 
pieces aro kept, and the rotten ones are 
used for fire-wood. 

It is then shipped in native river boats 
to Bussorah, whence it is shipped in press: 
ed bales to London, and again from there 
to Amerloa, where it is used largely in the 
manufacture of tobacco. Tho consul thinks 
the trade is capable of expansion. The de- 
mand in America is great, and shipmentd 
are easily disposed of. Afcer sorting there 
still remains some useless wood ia the bales, 
perhaps 7 percaat. From figures supplied 
by tho Bagdad firm engaged in tho busi- 
neis, it seems that the total net cost of a 
ton of liquorice root laid down in London 
is about £4, :

Mr. MoGreovy was lo receive $35,000 trom 
the contractors, and the tates that 
he did receive at least $15,000 of that sum, 
the majority of the sub-committee being of 
opinion that a portion of this money and of 
other sums said Lo have been paid to Thomas 
McGreevy was retained by Robert Mc 
Greevy and Murphy. 

The report states that Mr. McGreevy ob 
tained “aes ¢ information from J, FE. Boy 
less, engineer of the Public W orks Depart 
mentabout tlie cross-wall contract, which in 
formation assisted Larkin, Connolly & Co, in 
socuring the contract, and that for this ser- 
vice Mr. McGreevy received $14,000. 

With respect to the Leyis Graving Dock 
contract the majority report points out that 
Thomas McGreevy admits having received 
$10,000 from the contractors for that work, 
which sum he gave Le Monde, Langevin’s 
newspaper, W hite Murphy swears theamount 
paid hitn was $22,000, and Robert McGreevy 
says the sum was $14,000, 

The report says the amount he actually 
received cannot be determined satisfactorily 
respecting the Esquimalt dock contract. 

The majority report also sets forth that 
before that contract was awarded, Mr, Mc- 
Greovy interested himself in it, procuring 
advance information from engineers for the 
benefit of the contractors, and that Thomas 
McGreevy was aware from the beginning 
that his brother, Robert, had been given 80 
vor cont, interest in the contract without 
ee required to furnish any conta) for 
the purpose of securing Thomas’ influence, 

The report says Thomas McGreevy did re- 
ceive moneys out of this contract, and 
though the amounts cannot definitely be de- 
termined but were charged to expense ac- 
count in connection with the work. 

Coming to the contract for dredging the 
west basin at Quebec the majority report 
admits that Mr. Tarte’s charge in reference 
to that job has been proved. The price for 
dredging was increased from 27 to 35 conts 
pes yard, in accordance with an agreemont 
xy which the contractors were to pay three 
cents per yard for political purposes. 

“Thomas McGreevy,” the report says, 
“denies the existence of any agreement or 
understanding such as sworn to by Murphy 
and Robert, but admits that Larkin, Con- 
nolly & Co. subscribed $20,000 for political 
purposes. He admits receiving $20,000 in 
that way.” It is admitted that Thomas 
McGreevy knew that the price agreed upon 
for dredging was excessive and the commit- 
tee find that Mr, McGreevy knew his broth- 
or was a partner in the arrangement with 
that firm by which he was to receive $25,000 
for political purposes ont of the proceeds of 
the dredging contract at the increased price 
which he was to secure, 

The majority find that Thomas McGreevy 
was the sole owner of the steamer Admiral 
which received $12,000 yearly subsidy from 
the Dominion Government while Mr, Mc- 
Greevy was a membér of Parliament. 

The majority find that Thomas McGreevy 
received $25,000 out of the cross-wall con- 
tract, $22,000 out of the Levis dock con- 
tract, $27,000 out of the dredging contract 
of 1887 and $35,000 out of the Esquimalt 
dock contract, $109,000 in all and that 
Robert McGreevy gave his brother $57,545 
out of his share of profits from the contracts 
referred to, 

The majority also report that Thomas 
McGreevy acted in the interest of the con- 
tracting firm while those contracts were in 
progress, but that there was nothing im- 
proper in his connection with the Baie 
Chaleurs Railway or his receiving a portion 
of the subsidies voted toward that road. 

They find that Mr. McGreevy used the 
name of Sir Hector Langevin, Minister of 
Public Works, in dealings with contractors 
in such a way as to make it appear 
that he had influence with the Minister, 

With respect to the charges against officers 
of the Public Works Department the find- 
ings of the majority are vague and indefinite, 
though Engineer Perley is blamed for mak- 
ing the reduction of $19,000 in the value of 
the plant given with the contract for the 
Esquimalt dock. The whole responsibility 
for that transaction is placed upon Mr, 
Perley, The majority also blames Perley 
for recommending to the Harbor Commis- 
sioners the acceptance of Larkin, Connolly 
& Co's offer to dredge the wet basin tor 35 
cents per yard and for making extra allow- 
ances in connection with the fovis dock. 

The majority report next takes up the 
s against Sir Hector Langevin. ‘The 
only evidence in support of the charge, ‘‘that 
membets of the firm of Larkin, Connolly & 
Co, paid and caused to be paid to Sir Hector 
Lange of the 
contracts in question large sums of 
is that of Owen FE. Murphy, 
that he paid Sir Hector $10,000 
statements however, are contradictory.

Having regard to various features which 
appear in the contracts which were the sub 
jovt of this investigation we fee 1 bound to 
report that the members of the firm of Lar 
kin, Connolly & Co, conspired to defraud 
the Government and the harbor 
ore and were materially aided in their designs 
hy the interference of Thomas McGreevy, as 
has boon shown in earlier parta of this report, 
This conspiracy has been all the more power- 
ful and offective by rea f f 
which the lato Minister 
hadin tho integrity) and efficiency 
oflicers and by re of the 
which the late minister entertained with re 
gard to Thomas McGreevy and his accom 
plished re ults, which are to be greatly 
regretted as rogards those who had lent 
thomsclyves knowingly to the purposes of 
the conspirators. ‘The charges against Sir 
Hector Langevin, ag already intimated, 
having been as above set forth, the com 
mittee would observe that in course of the 
investigation an effort was made to connect 
with the wrongdoing of others who have 
beon reported against as directly connected 
with fraudulent conduct. 

The committee therefore report that the 
ovidence does not justify them in conclud- 
ing that the Minister knew of the conspiracy 
before mentioned or that he willingly lent 
himself to its object. 

The committee recommend that in ad- 
dition to such action as may seem to be call- 
ed for under thé findings herein before ex- 
pressed, such legal proceedings as may be 
available be taken against those who are 
concerned in this conspiracy and that for 
that pero the books and papers which 
wore before the Committee be retained, or 
xo many of them as may be necessary in 
order that they may be ayailable for such 
proceedings. 

Tho Minority Report, 

The minority report submitted by Messrs. 
Mills (Bothwell) and Davies was also distrib- 
tited. With respect to tho first drodging 
contract the minority report points out 
that the contractors made large profits at 
27 cents per yard, their profit being double 
the cost of the work, that Mr. McGreevy 
knew about his brother’s interest in the 
contract, and that he corruptly used his in- 
fluence as a hatbor commissioner and mem- 
ber of Parliament to secure for Larkin, 
Connolly & Co. contracts and im- 
proper concessions in consideration of 
their taking hia brother into part 
nership without capital; also, that Kin- 
ipple and Morris, former enginecrs of the 
Quebec harbor works, were improperly dis- 
missed through McGreevy’s influence be- 
cause they stood in the contractors’ way and 
were repluced by Messrs, Perley and Boyd, 
engineers employed by the Public Works De- 

martment, and therefore under Sir Hector 
Parson's control. 

The minority find that Mr. McGreevy bar- 
gained for and received $25,000 for getting 
the price for dredging the west basin 
increased from 27 to 35 cents per yard; that 
Mr. Perley and other officers of the Public 
Works Department connived at this fraud; 
that the profits made by the contractors 
upon this work were enormous, reaching 
$14,000.in one year, while in the same year 
nearly $7000 were paid in bribes to inspec- 
tors. 

From the evidence of Messrs. Dobell and 
Valin, members of the Harbor Commission, 
and Messrs Mills and Davies} conclude that 
Sir Hector Langevin passively connived at 
the frauds parmetvatal in connection with 
the dredging work; that large payments 
were made for work never performed; that 
Engincer Perley received a gift of jewelry 
from the contractors to influence his reports 
and that Mr. Forbes’ charges in connection 
with this work are proved. 

With respect to the Levis gravingydock 
the minority report says that Mr. McGreevy 
received $22,000 for procuring improper 
changes and concessions for the contractors 
in connection with that.work, and that in 
agreeing to pay Larkin, Connolly & Co. 
$74,000 for work they were already bound 
by their contract to execute, Sir Hector 
Langevin committed an act wholly unjusti- 
finble. 

Mr. Perley is charged with recommond- 
ing the payment of bogus claims made by 
the contractors for oxtras in connection 
with this work. The cost of the Levis dock 
to the Government was $726,901, whereas the 
original contract price was $330,000 and the 
dock was réduced in length by 55 feet after 
the contract was awarded, Out of this job 
the contractors made $80,985, in addition to 
$45,085 paid to McGreevy and others. 

The minority report finds that Sir Hector 
Langeyin knew all the facts, and that: in 
sanctioning Mr. Perley’sreports andinallow- 
ing the contractors’ claims for extras the 
conduct of Sir Hector was highly censarable 
and a violation of public trust; that the con, 
ditions of the contract were deliberately vio- 
lated by Sir Hector Langevin and Mr, Pex 
ley in order to fayor the contractors. 

“Messrs. Mills and Dayies also find that 
frauds wore wilfully perpetrated in order te 
secure tho cro wall contract for Larkin, 
Connolly & Co.:; that the lowest tenders 
were passed oy catising a loss top the 


country of 369,860, and that MredteoG rox 
received $25,000 for service 
rendered in connection with this contract; 
that Sir Hector cannot be absolved from a 
knowledye of the conspiracy to defraud the 
Government, and that in permitting double 
payment to be made for certain work h« 
was guilty of a gross breach of public trust.

One man who was caught on ao 
wooden bridge saw hundreds of persons 
float past crying piteously for help, which 
he was tnable to give, The bodies of sixty 
persons were found ina public hall, where 
they had been overtaken by the flood in the 
midst of a wedding feast. 

At Amargyille, the flood destroyed four 
stone bridges and twenty mills, besides an 
cnormous number of Wreckage 
and corpses were carried forty miles, The 
mayor of Consugura puts the fatality there 
at 3,000. Insdmo places limbs have been 
found separated from the bodies. The 
ollicials have telegraphed for lime to pre- 
vent an outbreak of disease. Large num- 
bors of passengers en route to the south 
are detained here on account of the floods. 
Pa coming to this city from Sevelle, 
Cadiz, Corva, Granada, Valencia and Ali- 
cante are obliged to journey by way of Bar- 
celona. 
Valencia Tuesday morning, has destroyed 
the rice crop.

TUB HORRIBLE STORY IN DETAIL. 

A gendarme at Consuegra, who was an 
eyewitness of the disaster, says; The storm 
was accompanicd by terrific thunder and 
lightning, -While I was standing near the 
town hall T was startled by hearing the 
Mayor shonting from the balcony of his 
residence to the guards to run to the river as 
the waters were flooding the houses 
I hurried with seyeral companions 
to the lower part of the town. We found 
the water already in many places neckhigh. 
With much difficulty we sayed thirty per- 
sons. ‘The Mayor presently arrived on tlie 
scene and appealed to all possessing carts to 
assist in transferring people to the upper 
part of the town, Only three persons res- 
ponded, although two hundred possessed 
conveyances, 

The same difficulty was expericnced in ob- 
taining the ropes, ladders, pickaxes, ete., 
necessary for receiving people in danger. 
The callous indifference of those in safety 
contributed to a great extent to the enor- 
mous fatality.. Even those whose houses 
were flooded seemed incapable of realizing 
thoir’ danger. In vain we begged 
them to abandon their doomed dwellings, 
Tie storm having abated, they believed all 
danger past and stolidly rofysed to budge, 
Torrents speedily commenced to ran from 
the mountain gorges in all directions into 
the valley. ‘Thus the day passed and at 
night many people, in spite of warnings, 
retired to sleep in their threatened dwell- 
inves, Soon the storm commenced with re, 
doubled violence. The river rose by leaps 
and bounds and carried everything before it 
with resistless fury. It wasan awful sight to 
seo the now thoroughly territied people « limb 
ing to the roofs of their houses and shricking 
vainly for help, which it was impossible any 
longer to render, ‘The houses collapsed 
one after another and were swallowed up 
in the seething torrent. Daybreak saw 
hundreds of men and beasts struggling in 
the water, clinging in despair to wreckage, 
and whirled nlong so rapidly that they 
were in a moment lost to sight.

“Sir, —It was not my intention in the 
foregoing precis to present a complete precis 
of the fucts revealed before the Senate Com- 
mittee, having charge of examining the bill 
presented by the Baie des Chaleurs Railway 
Co., to the Parliament of Canada. I have 
wished merely to draw attention to the most 
important of these disclosures, which have 
caused me great alarm. I beg to draw your 
attention to the fact that the mode 
of raising funds by letters of credit 
without the sanction of the  repre- 
sentatives of the Crown is not recog- 
nized by law. In this manner, in the 
present case, the Government has drawn 
on the treasury the sum of $175,000 with- 
out having recourse to the sanction of the 
Lieut.-Governor required by law. It must 
be noticed that in this instance no 
Order in Council was cyer passed 
authorizing the Provincial Treasurer to 
Draw any sum on the treasury. The Order 
in Council, No, 237, is but a conditional ac- 
ceptance with amendment of the proposals 
of Mr. Thom and others with o promise to 
eventually pay, first, the balance of the 
subsidy voted by the Act 45 Vic. Cap. 
23 and amendments and 51—4—52 Vic. Cap. 
91; second, the subsidy granted for the 
bridge over the Grand Cascapdia River; third, 
the subsidy of 800,000 acres of land converted 
in eash and to appoint a commissioner to 
effect the payment with the approval of Mr. 
Thom, or upon judgment or arbitration of 
certain debts of the railroad. I find 
that the system of drawing on the finances 
of the province by the means of letters 
of credit, without the sanction of the 
representative of the Crown, is prejudical 
to the public credit. It appears that the 
aboveisclearly shown by the soveral steps that 
had to be taken to utilize the letters of credit 
issued by the Governmentand tho cheques 
given by their representative. The Union 
Bank refused to discount the letter of credit 
of $100,000 and only consented to undertake 
to collect it.

Sueh 
was the only way to beat the races, he 
argued and he decided to test’ his theory. 
Ho has done go, and the resultis that to-day 
he is one of the most auccessful and one of 
the richest plungers the American turf has 
ever seon. He has had his ups and downs, 
but he has never been bankrupt, aiid no oe 
has ever heard iim complain. He bets his 
own money and bets cash, and he is held in 
great estoom by the majority of rieing men, 

His winnings have generally heen of the 
steady kind—that is, « thousand to-day and 
a couple of hundred to-morrow; but during 
his career he has effected several coups, ond 
on more than one occasion has made the ring | 
Wilice, 

Toward the latter end’of last season he 
Was out a few thousands, and resolved to 
buy a stable of horses and get even. He 
purchased a number, and when the Inte 
August Belmont’s stable was advertised to 
be sold he decided to buy a yearling called 
King Cadmus, by Kingfisher—Carita. | It 
was the only thing in the salewhe wanted, 
and he resolvé 1 to have it ut any price. 

The bidding was spirited, but the plunger 
was gaino, ind finally secured the youngster 
for $4,000, As he secured the horse he said; 
“Well, Lam satisfied, and if he is as good 
as his brother, King Crab, I will more than 
win him out next year.” The horse was 
tried and then turned out for the winter. 
He showed up well and his owner yYesolved 
not to hurry him.” He first’ started at 
Saratoga, and was thén brought to Morris 
Park. He showed speed in all his races, 
and Pittsburg Phil was sure that he had a 
good horse. He started him in the Futurity 
and backed him to be no worse than third, 
but he failed to land. the money. 

He ran sucha good race, however, that his 
owner knew he was due to. win, and he look- 
ed over the book programme to find a suit- 
able race, He decided that he could win 
the Sapphire Stakes and secured Taral to 
ride, promising him $500 if he won, , Then 
he sent & commissionér to Baltimore and 
Washington with $2,000, while he himself 
yisited the local rooms, He distributed

$2,000 around the city, getting as good 
as 30 to 1 for some of his money, and 
then wentto the track. There he dis- 


tributed $5,000 aronnd the ring and took up 
a position where he could see the race. His 


| horse ran prominently the whole way, but 


not a muscle of the plunger’s face moved. 
In the stretch Galindo joined King Cad- 
mus, and the two rushed toward the finish 
on almost even terms, while Silver Fox 
was rapidly catching them. First Galindo 
would show in front and then King Cadmua, 
but the plunger did not appear to BS excited 
a bit. In the last jump Taral, by the 
hardest kind of riding, litted King Cadmus 
to the front and won by a head. His 
number was hoisted as the winner, and 


his owner, turned around, with the most 
unconcerned air imaginable, and said: 
“Well, that puts me even on the year. I 


always knew I had a good horse and that it 
was but a question of time when he would 
pull me out,” and with that he walked to- 
ward the paddock to congratulate his 
trainer and jockey.

St. Albaus Creamery. 

Probably the largest creamery {n the 
world is that at St. Albans, Vce.. The 
building itselfis three storles high, with 
9,000 feet of floor room. In the cellar are 
the boiler, a 40 horse power engine, and 
the tanks for buttermilk, The first floor {s 
the factory proper, in which the cream is 
received and pumped up to the story above, 
where are ten tanks holding 600 gallons 
each, and where are also the testing-rooms, 
offices, etc. Ib is returned again to the 
first floor to be chirned, worked and packed 
as batter Into tubs. The third story Is 
used asa storage-room for tubs, salt and 
other equipments. 

All cream recelved is tested frequently 
enough to obtain a thorough knowledge of 
the amount of butter fat In tho average pro- 
ducts of the farmer's dairy, and he is cred- 
ited not only with so many pounds of cream 
but also with its butter value. The average 
of butter fat is leas‘than four per cent, bub 
the extremes are 3.25 and475. The milk 
is not brought to the creamery, but Is re- 
ceived at forty four stations located at varl- 
ous points within 26 miles of St. Albans, 
and there the cream is separated, and ship- 
ped In special cars to the creamery. 

About 700farmers with 12,000 cows are 
now supplying the cream for the factory, 
and the average dally product is 10,000 
pounds, but it is galning patrons each 
month, and they hope to reach thelr full 
capacity of 20,000 pounds daily. They run 
ten churns, each of which will arn 500 
pounds of butter at a time, and four butter 
workers, upon which eighty pounds can be 
worked and salted in a very few minutes. 
It takes a carload of salt every two months 
and the business keeps sixty hands employ- 
ed. The proprietors claim that they have 
a demand for eyen more butter than they 
will be able to make when running to fuall- 
est capacity, and at prices which are very 
satisfactory, although they were organized 
loss than a year ago, or in October, 1890, 
and commenced business {n November.

TWO-ROWED BARLBY. 


The Oshawa Vindicator remarks :— 
‘Those farmers who raised two-rowed bar- 
ley this season in preference to the aix” 
rowed yarlety will find their stocking heay- 
fer as the result of that preference. Good 
grain buyers are offering 60 cents per bush. 
for 54 pounds two-rowed barley, and 
haye recelved several hundred bushels for 
shipment. Two car lots were sent forward 
from Brooklin last week and the prospects 
are good for other large shipments.

THE GRAND TRUNK, 

As our readers learned from the report 
of an Interview had with Sir Henry Tyler, 
President of the Grand Tronk Rallway 
Company, by the Kingston Board of Trade, 
as published in our issue of yesterday, the 
selfish efforts of Kingston to have the Com- 
pany's workshops removed from Belleville 
and Brockville and centralized at Kingston, 
have not met with success. Nor was the 
request to have the main line run through 
the clty more successful. This latter work, 
as wo have previously stated, would cost 
more than half a million of dollars, owing 
fo the‘vast amount of rock cutting that 
would be necessary ; and although there 
would be some advantage to the Oompany 
therefrom, 1b would not be sufficient to war- 
rant so large an outlay. 

' As to the proposed removal of the shops, 

Sir Henry stated that {t had been consid- 
ered by the management, but no proposal 
to that effect would be recelved until after 
the completion of the double track between 
Toronto and Montreal, some threo or four 
years hence. 

This statement may mean much or little 
—namoely, that the project is deemed feast- 
ble and that, in consideration of a bonus, it 
may be carried out ; or that no decision has 
aa~yot been arrived at, but that, in any 
event, a proposition will be courteously re- 

ceived. 

Oar opinion, founded upon consultation 
with those familiar with the subject, is that 
no change will be made In the divistons as 
now established. So far, moreover, as 
Belleville 1s concerned, we have here the 
eastern end of the great and constantly ex- 
tending Midland system, which connects at 
this station with the main line, The traf- 
ficover this road is very extenslye, and 
when the Grand Trunk extends {ts system 
to Sault Ste. Marlo, so great an increase in 
the business of the road will be made as to 
necessitate, not only tho retention of the 
present shops and round-houses, but tho 
making of large additions to them. 

Timo, too, is on our side. Boforo the 
date specified by Sir Henry Tyler for the 
projected proposal from Kingstoafor the 
centralization there of the workshops, our

A “JIM CKOW” POLITICIAN. 


Tho Napanee correspondent of the Kings: 
ton Neios gives the following interesting 
sketch of the political career of Sir Richard 
Oarrtwright, which is founded on intimate 
knowledge of the man and his acts : 


In Sir Richard Oartwright’s first election 
campaign in Lennox, many years ago, he 
‘took a good deal of credit to himself for his 
proposed political consistency, contrasting 
himself with his opponent, the late Augus- 
tus Hooper. His favorite climax was, ‘* I 
don’t dine with John A. Macdonald and 
sup with George Brown,” and some other 
very high sounding sayings to the same 

Ht ae Political adversity has made Sir 
chard acquainted with some strange bed- 
fellows since that time. He has not only 
literally dined with Sir John and supped 
with George. Brown, but he has found it 
necessary to make as many short curves 
and turns as any of the common herd of 
politicians. He now knows just what {b 
means to *“* hunt with the hounds and run 
with the hare” about as thoroughly as any 
other man in the ranks of either political 
party. He has frequently experienced, too, 
~ how different matrers seem when viewed 
from the sunshine of power or from the 
cold shades of opposition. 

Now Sir Richard grows eloquent over 
the fact that the tax-payers are burdened 
with the expense of the Intercolonis! rall- 

_ way, which, located as it is along the olr- 
cultous north shore, does not make ends 
meet from year to year. It does not re- 
quire any great stretch of memory to recall 
the fact that when the location of that road 
was up for consideration {a parliament plain 
Richard John Oartwright was the mover of 
the resolution approving of the same olr- 
cultous north shore route. When he did 
so one member of the Government, Hon. 

McDougall, was assuring the coun- 
try that such a selection would “throw 
twenty millions into the sea.” 

During the debates of the past few weeks 
some of Sir Richard's friends and co-work- 
ers in the Opposition have been expressing 
strong indignation that the office of Gover- 
nor-General {s costing the Canadians such a 

-roundsum, Sir Richard himself Js little 
more cautious In hia criticlsams on this point 
—much ashe dealres to profit by what the 
colleagues ssy—for the good reason that 

- many remember the time, over 30 years 
ago, when he was one of but two or threo 
fron this province to yote in favor of the 
$50,000 a year salary, and that too at a 
time when the people who had to pay {tb 
were much poorer and fewer than they are 
to day—when the office only applied to 
Upper and Lower Canada only. 

hose grand old days of Sir Richard's 
Ilberality of ideas were when he was yet a 
thick and thin supporter of Sir John. It 

was ‘‘before the fall,”’ as he has sometimes 
facetiously explained from the platform of 
late years—before that fall of 1869, when 
Sir Francia Hincks was selected as Min- 
ister of Fluance. Since then everything 
has gone differently. The ‘*twistings and 
turnings done here” by the ambitious gen- 
tleman in the pasb twenty-two years are 
among the claims he has now for the posl- 
tlon of a cabinet maker. That theee twist- 
{ngs and turnings are near at an end is not 
at all evident, but the country has become 

so familiar to them as to be surprised at 
nothing now. 

Bofore the **fall” one of the most ardent 
of all the ardent supporters of British con- 
nectlon—with a very blg B—was Richard 
John. Nowadays he Is quite in favor of 
excluding British manufacturers and British 
trade, too, if by so doing the pet recipro- 
clty scheme of himself and his party can be 
brought about. Eyen yet he seems to be 
about the only one of his set willing to 
openly admit his willingness to discriminate 
against English manufactures for the sake

are telling the people how much this Govern- 
mont taxes them In the Interest of the 
“potroleam monopollsts” of Oanads. Years 
sgo Sir Richard {mposed one cent per 
pound and 26 per cent. ad valorem duty on 
sugar, and collected during the last fiscal 
year of his admin{stration no less than’ $2,-

awopt off the samo article, except a fraction 
of scent per pound in favor of our own 
refinerlos, he stood up and taunted the 
Finance Minister with “letting o grand op- 
pour slip” of benefitting the people.

THE MONDEGO WRECKED. 


Her Cargo of 554 Cattle and 82,554 Bush- 
els Rye Lost The Crew Saved. 

MontRKAL, Sept. 19,—The steamship 
Mondego, from Montreal for Dundee, is a 
total wreck on the coast of Newfountland, 
The steamship Mondego, Capt, J. Rowell, 
left here on July 10, Her cargo was as fol- 
lows; 50,400 bushels rye for Norris & Car- 
ruthers, 24,034 bushels rye for Crane & 
Baird, $150 bushels rye for R. Peddie, 490 
cattle for John Crowe and 64 cattle for C. 
Coughlin. The cattle were for Dundee. 
The cargo is a total loss. 

The vessel had a crew of thirty men and 
had on board also ten cattlemen from Mon- 
treal. The cattle foreman Joseph Hyland 
isfrom Toronto, The agents here stated 
that their only information was a short des- 
patch from the captain, stating that the 
vessel was a total loss, but that all on 
board were saved, Another report re- 
ceived to-day stated that the ‘*Mondego” 
was a total loss on the rocks in St. Marys 
Bay. 

TheMondego was an old English mail 
boat, carrying the mails from Southampton 
to the West Indies. Afterwards she was 
parchaged by A. Ross & Co,, of Glasgow.

rescuing the living and extricating bodies 
of the dead. With gentle force the women 
and children were urged away from the pit 
mouth, around which ropes were quik kly 
The soldiors then formed a cor- 
don outside. of the ropes, anda few 
ments later gangs of men made up of volun- 
teers, policeme n, firemen and troops wore 
hard at Work doing overything possible to 
bring order out of the trighthul confusion 
which followed the explosion. 
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A DESPERATE DUEL. 


Italians Settle a Dispute With Swords, 

Roms, Sept. 20.—A duel was fought yos- 
terday between Gen, Gandolfi, Governor- 
Geneyal of the Italian colonies in Africa, 
and Signor Franchetti, the deputy and 
member of the Enquiry Committee on Afri 
can affairs, “Ihe general considered that 
Franchetti made certain reflections on his 
honor in connection with the management 
of African matters, In order that the com 
batants might suffer no interruption it was 
agreed the encounter should take place in 


& room in the houso of one of the 
seconds. ‘The weapons chosen were 
swords. ‘Tho word was given. and the 


two gentlemen set to fight with desperate 
earnestness. Gandolfi was soon slightly 
wounded, but his injury was not suflicient 
to put an end to the fight. It was accord- 
ingly continued, and finally Franchetti 
made a sudden rush at his adversary and 
was only stopped from inflicting a possibly 
fatal wound by the fact that in attempting 


to parry the thrust the general's sword 
struck him on the forehead and made a 
scalp wound, Blood flowed freely and 


soon streamed over lis fuce, so that the 
service of the physicians had to be called in. 
They Sarit the cut and declared the 
wound to be of such a nature as to prevent 
further fighting. The setonds duclated 
honor satistied and the gentlemen shook 


hands.

THE VOLUNTEERS, 


The fifteen hundred citizen soldiera— 
yolunteers—who, during the past two 
weeks, performed thelr annual drill encamp- 
ed within the limits of our city, have re- 
turned to their homes. It is now, thero- 
fore, our duty, in justice to all concerned, 
to state that they have left a highly favor- 
able record behind them, their conduct 
haying been such as to leave room for no 
other feeling toward them than regret at 
thelr departure. That feeling is, we have 
reason to belleve, shared by the officers and 
men, who were delighted with the beauti- 
ful and healthful location of their camp and 
the hospitable reception accorded them by 


| — the people of Belleville. Considering that 


the men were of necessity drawn from all 
classes of the populatiun, and that many of 
them were recruits unused to military dis-

absurdity, and what is worse full of danger 
to such vast interests as are involved in the 
groat tunnel, whose opening is celebrated 
to-day, The usefulness, nay, the existence, 
of the great highways between the cast and 
west across Canada is ¢ onstantly menaced 
by tho unsettled relations between the two 
countries. British capital, Canadian trans 
por tation agencies and American transporta- 
tion facilitios of the most important charac 

ter are all involved in the great: gift of the 
United States of bonding priviloges, These 
srivileges once reatricted or withheld,as has 
Re en threatened, would be a most serious 
and fatal matter, although if this was dono, 
in order to put an additional screw upon 
the Canadians, it would be but responding 
to reprisals invited by a policy that their 
statesmon have pursued of a charactor just 
as narrow, 

“Let us hope thas che great 
which we now inaugurate will illus- 
trate the blessed advantage of un- 
restricted intercourse to such a degree 
that before long tho perfect reciprocity 
which exists between the States of the 
Union and the Provinces of the Dominion 
will be created between the two nations, 
To obliterate the commercial barrier that, 
like a barbed wire fence, now runs athwart 
the continent, would be to inaugurate a 
movement the consequences of which would 
take rank second only to those which 
followed the Declaration of Independence 
or the Emancipation of tho slaves, setting 
the South free to pursue her marvelous 
career of prosperity. The great North 
Land needs onlya similar freedon of inter- 
course to contribute in even a greater de 
gree to the prosperity of the United States. 
The late lamented Secretary Windom, in 
the series of comparisons which he uttered 
preceding hig sudden death, startled the 
world with the statement that the internal 
commerce of even this section of the coun- 
try, in the ane that floats upon the 
river that flows aboye this tunnel, equalled 
that of Liverpool and London combined; 
further, that the tonnage of Sault Canal 
between two inland lakes in the northern 
part of North America surpassed in seven 
months the tonnage of the Suez Canal for 
anentire year. This, too, in spite of a com- 
petition of railroad systems more perfect 
than elsewhere in the world. 

Canada’s Marvelous Richness, 

‘A few of those who heard these com- 
parisons realized that from only one half 
the continent had been originated 
& commerce of this magnitude, The 
greater half of the continent yet 
remains untouched so far as its contribu- 
tion is concerned to this internal traflic. 
The southern shores of Lake Superior have 
yielded an enormous wealth, contributing 
greatly to this internal commerce, because 
these are in the United States. The north- 
ern shores of the same lake are equally rich 
in wealth-giving power, but are silent, dor- 
mant, and dead, because they are in Can- 
ada. The wheat areas of Minnesota and 
Dakota contributing enormously to the 
traffic of the lakes and railways are occu- 
nied to the fullest extent, and a land 
Ea exists that must remain unappeased, 
Yet across the border there is a thousand 
miles square of wheat lands that need onl 
to be “tickled with the hoe to laugh with 
the harvest!” All these regions within 
British possessions need only the nearby 
market which the United States will afford 
to make them contributory to the com- 
merce of that country that would augment 
it even to double its present great extent, 
Thus would be created « possibility not only 
of enrichment to Canada,and incidentally to 
the people of Great Britain, whose invest- 
ments insuch works as this tunnel indicate 
their faith in the future, but also enlarge 
the opportunities of the people of the 
United States to a degree that would as- 
sure a success in the future, measured only 
by that which has ‘been achieved in the 
past. Literally and truly may it be said 
to them as it has never yet been said to any 
people in the world:

Description of the Great Work, 

The great tunnel under the St, Clair 
River is, at its lowest point, 56,83 feet be- 
low the surface of the water. 

At its shallowest place there is 8.43 feet 
of clay between the top of the tunnel and 
tho bottom of the river 

There is 40.47 feet of water above itin 
the deepest channel, 

From one end to the other, open cuts in- 
cluded, the tunnel is 11,745 feet 
rather less than 2} miles, 

The over-arched cylindrical portion of 
the tunnel is composed of gast iron, form 
ing acircle outside of 21 feet, and inside of 
19 feet 10 inches in diameter, 

The length of the actual 
tube iron—is 6026 feot 
miles, 

rhe weight of this cnormous tubo of iron 
is 28,000 tons. It would, therefore, load 
fourteen of the 2000 ton ships that ply the 
great lakes, .

Guarding Aguinst Foul Air 

When quicksands were struck under the 
river bed at St. Clair and danger from 
wator was feared the pressure of atmon- 
pheric air waa applied and the work went 
on in safety This pressure was applied 
at a maximum of twenty-two pounds 
to the squaro inch, in the 
equivalent of two one « half 
atmospheres, It was to use 
the air compressers for noarly six months, 
from April 7, 1890, to Oct, 2, 1890, An 
ingenious lock arrangement held the air in 
Horses could not endure the 
pressure of the atmosphore under these con- 
ditions, Mules had to be substituted, and 
they withstood the unwonted condition of 
the air well. 

A deal of care had to be used in getting 
inen of proper constitution to work in the 
tunnel in the compressed air, Physicians 
examined all the applicants for work and at 
evory shift of the gangs. Three gangs of 75 
men each were employed in this work, 
Several deaths resulted during its progress. 
Some time was taken at every shift to get 
the workmen accustomed to the heavy 
pressure and to bring them back again 
to the condition of normal atmospheric 
pressure. If any mistake was made 
about this the distress of the men was 
apparent. They would be stricken with a 
sort of blind staggers; their legs would 
wobble, accompanied by bleeding at the 
mouth, nose and ears. An unpleasant feel- 
ing often amounting to decided pain was 
felt in the ears on entering the high-pressure 
shamber, 

Fresh airis now supplied to the tunnel 
by means of blowers in such abundance as 
to keep it thoroughly well ventilated and 
sweet, 

The drainage of the tunnel is into a pump 
shaft on the Ontario side. The quantity is 
not above 15 gallons a minute. The drain- 
age tubes are under the railroad track— 
three in number, the centre one 18 inches in 
diameter, the outside ones cach 12 inches 
in diameter. 

The enormous amount of tough blue clay 
excavated trom the tunnel has been used to 
fill in low lands owned by the railroad com- 
pany. Many acres of the marsh on the 
civer front at the lower part of Port Huron 
have been covered and clovated to a height 
sufficient for buildings and tracks, 

Unusually Menvy Kailas, 

The track through the tunnel is of extra 
heavy steel rails, 100 pounds to the yard: 
A lining of brick and concrete protects the 
lower third of the tunnel. The bottom of 
the tunnel is plunked, At suitable places 
ladders and safety platforms are placed in 
the tunnel. Wires for lighting are carried 
through, and by means of incandescent 
electric lamps it is brilliantly illuminated, 
The tunnel is dry and there is nothing at 
all suggestive of its sub-aqueous location. 
The descent of the open cuttings is gradual 
and the change from sunlight to electricity 
is not all uniohterfal to the traveler, 

Guard rails of creosoted pine, 10x12 in- 
ches,are placed outside the steel rails of the 
track, The ties are of crocsoted pine 8x8 {n- 
ches square and 9 feet long, 

The most wonderful accuracy with which 
the engineering work was done is shown by 
the circumstance that the two portions of 
the bore working toward the centre, met 
with duly the fraction of an inch out of a 
direct straight line. “The direction of the 
boring shields was obseryed every morning 
with transit instruments set on masonry, 
with a serics of disks and a tube containing 
cross wires.

Workmen Decline to Search for Bodies of 
the Toledo Victims, 


Maprip, Sept. 19.—The workmen who 
have been engaged in removing from the 
buried streets and other places the dead 
and drowned cattle, have left in a body and 
positively refuse to resume work. Thoy 
say that the stench from the bodies is so 
severe that no human being can handle 
them. ~Large quantities of disinfectants are 
being sent forward and it is expected that 
the work of cleaning the streets will be 
resumed this afternoon. ‘Tho country 
around the flooded districts is swarming 
with marauders who seem able todo what 
they please with the utmost impunity.

Electricity and its Uses, 

Vor the World's Fair at Chicago is pro- 
mised a miniature electric house which will 
illustrate tho application of electricity to 
various economic uses. The apartments 
will be warmed by electric radiatora, and 
ventilated and cooled by a system of vlec- 
tric fans. The cooking for the famlly will 
bo conducted upon an electric range in the 
kitchen atthe top of the house, and the 
food lowered to the dining room upon an 
electrically propelled damb waiter. The 
dishes will be washed by an electric dish- 
washer, on which a child can wash ten thou- 
sand piccosa day. The washing, ironing, the 
scrubbing of tho floora and woodwork, tho 
scrubbing of the silver and kvives, and 
even the washing of tho windowa will be 
dono by electricity. The offs), debris and 
sewage will bo destroyed by the cloctric 
curront.

The Lieutenant-Governor’s Letter. 
( Montreal Gazette ) 

The lettor of the Lieutonant-Govornor to 
tho Premier of Qaobeo, re the Bais des Cha- 
leurs scandal, and by him transmitted, In 
conformity with the spirit of the Constitu- 
tion, to the Govornor General, has been lald 
before Parllament, also in conformity with 
the spirit of the Constitution. It is thor- 
oughly well established that one estate in 
Parliament has a right to call for any docu- 
ment in the possession of any other bearing 
upon a public matter. The letter of the 
Lioutenant Governor itself, Is one eminent- 
ly in the publicinterest. It fally recognizes 
Mr. Mercier’s position as chief adviser of 
the Crown, and shows where tho province 
is being made to suffer by the doings set out 
in the evidence taken before the committee 
of one of the Houses of Parliament, and 
regularly before His Honor in the oftictal 
publications of Parliament. The Lieuton- 
ant Governor's letter, In brief, points out : 

1. That the mode of ratsing fuads by 
letters of credit without the sanction of the 
reprosentative of the Crown is not recog: 
nized by Jaw. 

2. That in the case of the Baie des 
Chaleurs Railway company no order-in- 
council was ever passed authorizing the 
Provincial Treasurer to draw any sum from 
the treasury. 

3. That the system of thus drawing on 
the finances of the province by means of 
lettors of credit 1s prejudiclal to the pub- 
lic credit. 

4, That it appears in paying $175,000 to 
Mr. Armstrong the Government has made 
& payment toa porson to whom it owed 
nothing. 

5. That the sum of $100,000 paid to 
Pacaud has deprived by that amount a 
public enterprise of its subyention voted 
by the Legislature. 

6. That thore exists between the Goy- 
ernment and the creditors of the province 
a gate where tribute musb be pald before 
doing justice to the claimants, 

It is not nesessary to repeat what has 
transpired to support these assumptlons, 
It ia sufticient to say that they are founded 
op testimony taken under oath in connec- 
tion with a bill regularly introduced in 
Parliament, 1b !g worth calling attentlov, 
however, to what His Honor says in regard 
to the injury done the publicoredit. When 
cheques of the province of Quebec have to 
ba secured by the paper of private individ- 
uals before a bank will pay them the public 
credit cf the province has suffered and is 
suff-ring. 

Under such circumstances, the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor,anintregal part of tho Legisla- 
ture, the chief of the executive, whose 
prerogatives have been disregarded to the 
public disadvantage, to the wrong 
of the troasury and in a way to 
cause & graye scandal, demands from 
his ministry explanations as to how such 
things can be, and calls for an investiga- 
tion by a tribunal so constituted as to be 
independent of political influence and cap 
able of bringing to light all tho fects con- 
nected with the apparent wrong doing. As 
this wropgdoing reflects upon the Integrity 
of ministers, the Lieutenant-Governor calls 
upon thom, pending the result of an inves: 
tigation under the authority of the province 
of Quebec, to limit thelr action to urgent 
acts of administration. As the wrong- 
doing hes been I{njurlous to the public 
treasury, the Lioutenant Governor revokes 
the nomination of his deputy for signing 
money warrants, aud will hold this power 
in his own hands, This ts a precaution 
fully justified by what His Honor sote 
forth In his letter. 

There can be no two honest opinions as 
to the line of conduct the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor has folt it his duty to pursue. Money 
has been wrongfully taken from tho treas: 
ury ; it has been pald to one who had no 
right to receive {t; mw large sum has beon 
diverted from the purpose intended by the 
Legislature which voted it; the public 
credit has been damaged. His Honorasks 
from his adyisera an explanation and an Jn- 
vestigation.

Balmaceda was of the pugnacious sort of 
politicians who Allow absolutely nothing to 
interfere with their plans. Balmacoda was 
ingugurated in 1886 and was olected for five 
ytites. Hoe was charged with attempting to 
»xccute a plan by which he would become 
permanent dictator of the republic. 

The events leading up to his overthrow are 
of sufliciently recent date not to require 
repotition,

A Harric ane on the Mersey.

At 
Black Pool, Lancashire, the bouses have 
been inundated and a great amount of 
damage has been done to the crops. Re- 
ports from several sections of North Wales 
show that the storm has flooded the valleys 
in that scction of the country and farmers 
have suffered severely. ‘

They also claim that the people of Quebec 
have a right to do what they like with their 
own money ; bat they forget that Mercier, 
Pacaud and Tarte are not the people of 
Quebec, any more than the three tailors of 

Tooley street were the people of England. 


THE TARTE MOGREEVY CASE. 


In dealing with the finding of the com- 
mittee in this case, the Ottawa Cilizen ex- 
presses what will be the view of the great 
majority of the people of Oanada. There 
may be circumstances in connection with 
the matter which may bear still more 
strongly in favor of Sir Hector Langevin 
than could be shown In evidence ; but tak- 
Ing the testimony, as reported, our con- 
temporary’s conclusion seems to be a just 
one, The Citizen says : ‘So far as the ex- 
Minister of Public works is concerned, the 
charges were more by inference than direct- 
ly ; and the Committee, after a careful re- 
view of the evidence, finds that the charges 
of personal corruption have not been 
sustained. It must be remembered that 
there was not one tittle of evidence as to 
personal knowledge or connivance ab the 
frauds produced against the Minister ex- 
cept the statements of O. E. Murphy and 
Robert McGreevy, who were flatly contra- 
dicted, not only by the Minister, but by 
Thomas McGreevy, Larkin and the Con- 
nollys. He would bea man of very large 
and generous faith who would believe the 
unsupported evidence of Murphy and 
Robert McGreevy. A membor of the com- 
mittee put it very forclbly, when ho sald 
io the hearing of the writer, ‘‘I would not 
find a ‘yaller' dog guilty of stealing a bone, 
on ‘he uasupported testimony of Bob 
McGreevy and that fellow Murphy.” 
We think that, apart from blind 
partisans, this will be the opinion of the 
general public ; and there will be a feeling 
of satisfaction at the fact that the ex-Min 
ister of Pablic Works had been found in- 
nocent of any personal participation in the 
swindles by which the country has, on 
doubtedly, been defrauded of large sums 
of money. It would have been a sad and 
lamentable thing if a map, who for thirty 
years has filled so largo a place in public 
life, and has stood so high in public esti- 
mation, should, at the close of a busy and 
useful career, haye been found guilty of 
conspiracy to defraud the country ; and 
Sir Hector is to be congratulated on the 
result of the Investigation, which leayes 
hls personal honor and reputation os high 
and as unsullled as it was before theee 
charges were made, As to his reputation 
as & Departmental cflicer, {t would be Idle 
to deny that the result of the investigation 
has been to injure him In public estimation; 
for it has been shown that for a number of 
of years gross irregularities have beon per- 
petrated In his Department, of which he 
should have been cognizant had he posscs- 

sed that intimate knowledge of the work- 
ings of his Department with which ho was 
popularly credited. To a man of Sir 
Hector’s proud and sensitive nature, the 
kuowledge that for years ho has boon 
fooled, played with and used as a cat's: paw 
by his bosom friend, must be deoply 
humiliating ; and the pride he used to take

Tarte held that the report of the 
the charges he had 
made, He declared that Thomas Me- 
Greevy became the power behind the 
throne through Sir Hector’s indebtedness 
to him, arising out of the Charlevoix elec- 
tion of 1876.

The conspiracy was twofold—financial and 
political. The conspiracy was all-power- 
ful and could crush anyone. Looking 
around him, he saw men who 
would have been ornaments to public 
life but who were compelled to retire into 
private life. If more of us are not dead it 
is not their fault. The Minister of Militia, 
if he were outspoken, would say he had 
been almost ruined in the district of Quebec 
by these men, Many another public man 
in that district was ruined by these con- 
drei If Sir John Macdonald were 
alive he could preduce the protest of all the 
Conservatives in the Quebec district, pre- 
sented ih 1889, against the machinations of 
these men. Hon. Mr. Taillon, the personi- 
fication of honor, has been persecuted by 
Thomas McGreevy because he would not 
certify to a bogus claim of $400,000 against 
the Quebec Government, In their inter- 
views with the Ministry they found good- 
will, but they also found a power behind 
the throne more powerful than all the Con- 
servatives of Quebec. He admitted that he 
was nearer going to jail than to Par- 
liament. Thomas McGreevy boasted in 
this very chamber that he would jail him 
(Tarte). The leader of the Opposition 
knew that there was an intrigue on both 
sides of politics to crush him (Tarte) and 
send him to jail. Besides his political in- 
fluence, Thomas McGreevy was powerful 
financially, He was vice-president of the 
Union Bank, which carried Sir Hector 
Langevin's note for 10 years and Robert 
McGreevy’s note for 18 years, For 
the credit of Canada the Government 
ought to ascertain whether there were other 
notes carried in this way. If his Conserva- 
tive friends had had a little more confidence 
in him and in written proof he would not 
be to-day onthe Opposition side of the 
House. If his Conservative friends had had 
the courage to stand by him they would 
have achieved great results. He wished to 
say a word to the credit of the Minister of 
Justice, At first Sir John Thompson was 
deceived by the man who had deceived, the 
whole country, but from the moment he 
(Sir John) was undeceived the day of Perley’s 
confession, the Minister of Justice sent 
Messrs. Osler and Henry tohim.

Mr, Erastus Wiman, who represented 
the New York Chamber of Commerce at 
the opening of the St. Olalr tunnel, vio- 
Iated tho propricties of a non-partizan 
gathering by making a _polltical 
harangue, He made the same old 
speech on trade relations —_be- 
twoen Canada and the United States which 
he has fayored the world with on several 
previous occasions, As usual, Mr, Wiman 
condemned the “barbed wire fence” 
atrotched across the continent, and went as 
far as he could in condemning the Canadian 

- Government for {t. Mr, Wiman’s Insinua- 
tion is untruo, so far as the tariff on natu- 
ral products is concerned, and he knows it. 
The reciprocity treaty of 1854-66 was ter- 
minated by the United States, which coun- 
try at onco imposed heavy duties on our 
grain, lumber, coal, &c,, in the hope ot 
forcing the then scattered and disunited 
provinces into the Union. The reply of 
Canada was the union of the provinces in 
the Dominion, and the expenditure of very 
large sums {n the construction of rallways, 
canals and other public works necessary for 
Interproyinclal and foreign trade. These 
expenditures constitute the bulk of our 
public debt, over which Mr. Wiman groans 
{n spirit ; but he knows that In these pub- 
lic works we have an asset equal in value 
to the total amount of our debt. 

The attitude of Canada towards the 
United States has always been conciliatory, 
but our neighbors have never evinced a 
similar spirit. Thelr grain and their coal 
were long admitted into Canada free of 
duty, whilst they charged heavy duties on 
almilar imports from Canada, and many at- 
tempts were made by our rulers, but with- 
out success, to secure the largest possible 
expansion of trade. In a word, Canad® 
has at all times been, and is now, willing 
to enter Into a reciprocal interchange of 
natural products with her neighbors. 

At the instance of Mr. Wiman and 
others, the United States Congress has of 
late been attempting, by means of largely 
increased—in some casea prohibitory— 
duties on agricultural products such as 
Osnada has sold to the States in the past, 
and by placing heavy duties on articles 
heretofore free, to force the Dominion into 
the free admission of American manufac- 
tures and discrimination against those of 
Great Britain. The effect of this would-be 
to sever the bond between Canada and the 
mother-land, with the inevitable result of 
annexation. So unmistakable ts tho result 
of Mr, Wiman’s policy that the Hon. Ed- 
ward Blake—the ablest man, beyond 
doubt, inthe Reform party—left b's party 
on the eve of the last election, because of 
thelr adoption of that policy, and retired 
from publi> life; in the performance of 
which act he showed the true nature of the 
project.

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS COMMITTEE, 


The Whitlock Company Had to Pay Com- 
mission on Press Sales, 


Orrawa, Sept. 23.—At a sub-committee 
meeting of the Public Accounts Committee 
Hon. Peter Mitchell of The Montreal 
Herald was examined in regard to a press 
he had purchased for his newspaper. It 
will be remembered that Mr, Dansereau, 
when cxamined before the committee, stated 
that Hon. Peter Mitchell got a commission 
on the press purchased for that newspaper 
from the Whitlock Machine Company, 
Birmingham,JConn. Monday Mr. Mitchell, 
on_being sworn, replied to Mr. Lister that 
there was no truth in the statement.

White, he in the fall of 1887 went and pur- 
chased three presses, costing $2105, 
another $1600,and another $1150 and a cutter 
for $40, After making the negotiations 
and having got the company down to what 
they said were bottom prices, Mr. Ahls- 
trom, the manager of the company, asked 
if he (Mitchell) would take the commission 
or if he had a confidential man who would 
do it for him. Mr. Mitchell replied that 
he thought they had got bottom prices 
then, Yes, replicd Mr. Ahlstrom, ‘but 
we generally allow a commission.” ‘That 
is not customary on our side of the line,” 
replied Mr. Mitchell. “I think you are 
wrong,” was the answer. ‘The Printing 
Bureatt took a commission on their press.” 
Mr, Mitchell then asked The Herald man- 
ager to arrange with the company’s mana- 
ger and get the commission taken off the 
face of the amount, so that the newspaper 
would get the benefit of it. This was done, 
His presses were reduced in price by the 
amount of the commission, while those of 
the would be increased by the 
amount of the commission, owing to its 
being diverted to another purpose by the 
parties who made the purchase. .

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THEY MISSED THEIR MARK. 


Deny it though they may, the Congress- 
men of the United States last year imposed 
a prohibitive duty on barley, with the ob- 
ject of injuring the agriculturists in a large 
portion of this province, by depriving them 
of thelr market for the grain, and thereby 
rendering them so discontented with thelr 
lot as to make the Grit polloy of annexa- 
tlon, alias unrestricted reciprocity, accep‘- 
able to them. The result has not been 
what the conspirators against Canada who 
incited such hostile legislation fondly antic- 
ipated. Quite the contrary. Oanadians 
would nob, in any event, have yielded to 
coercion ; but, thanks to the able and ener- 
getlc efforts of our Government, the farm- 
ers haye,evidently much to their advantage, 
substituted barley suitable for the 
English market for that which was adapted 
only to the requirements of our neighbors, 
and the shot of the conspirators has missed 
itsmark, | 

True, great injury has been done by the 
legialation in question, but on the wrong 
side of the line to please those whose ob- 
ject was to so injure a peaceful and unof- 
fending people as to force them to abandon 
thelr allegiance to their mother country, 
which they love, and transfer it to the 
United States. It{s upon the maltsters 
and elevator owners of the chief centres of 
those industriesin the States that the blow 

has fallen, just as wads predicted would be 
the case, and millions of dollars will be lost 
by those Interested. : 

Convincing testimony to this effect was 
given a few days ago at Oswego before U. 
S. Senators John R. McPherson, Demo- 
crat, ot New Jersey, and Justin S, Morrill, 
Republican, of Vermont, sub Committee 
of Senate Finance Oommittee, who are 
taking evidencein regard to the effects of 
thedut/esupon the different ports along 
the line of the lakes. 

As the testimony is very interesting to 
the farmers of this sectlon, we give the 
greater part of it, as reported In the Os- 
wego Times: ~ 

Mr. Thomas Gordon sald tn substance 

that the malting businessin this city was 
built up for the purpose of manaofacturing 
malt from Canadian barley. While the 
duty was at ten cents per bushel they had 
managed to get along with a small margin 
of profit, but since the 30 cents tarlif went 
into effect he did not see how they could 
get apy more Oanadian barley. He pro- 
_ ceeded to recount the reasons why maltaters 
hore could not compete with western malt- 
aters and sald that if Oswego maltaters went 
to Ohicago or Milwaukee for barley and 
brought it here and pald the freight and 
then manufactured it here, they must pay 
another freight to get the malt toa market. 
They must also pay the freight on wastage 
in manufactare, and takin; all things Into 
consideration, it would amount to about six 
cents por bushel. On the other hand, the 
western maltsters had only to pay a single 
freight, that of getting thelr malt to mar- 
ket ; and taking every viow of it, the 
Oswego maltater would be at the disadyan- 
tage stated. 

Mr. McPherson asked if Canadian barley 
made the best beer. 

Mr. Gordon—On the average, the Oan- 
adian barley is superior. Browers aro 

‘ willing to pay afair price for malt, but 
not an exorbitant rate. If the duty is con- 
tinued it willdrive the business, not only 
out of Oswego, but out of the east entirely, 

Mr. Morrill—Then the competition is 
really with the western States ? 

Mr, Gordon—Yes. 

Mr. McPherson—Theu the fault you 
find is that you have to pay the diffsrence 
io shrinkage 7 

Mr. Gordon sald it was partly that, but 
not entirely, In answerto Mr. McPher- 
son he said that maltsters must have a unt 
form grade of barley {n order to make good 
malt. We are not dolng «large oxprot 
trade in barloy except at certain seasons, 
and {f the duty was continued the barley 
and malting interests were doomed. State 
barley was rogarded by malteters as very 
good, but it could not be obtained In sufli- 
ciont quantities to make {it desirable. In 
Oanada they could get as high as 200,000 
bushels of the same grade whenever ro- 
qulred. 

Mr. Lyon, of the firm of Ponfield, Lyo 
& Co., wished to emphasize all that Mr. 
Gordon had sald. The barley schedule of 

1890 would utterly destroy the malting In- 

terest. Hoe thought the disadvantage undor 

which home maltaters would labor would 
reach as high as elght cents per bushel, No 
seegtate sopely of barley could be scoured 

{no this State. We tried to encourage Its 
port but could not get any decont bar- 
oy. awego Is exactly the place fo

Bab ho inalated 
that the McKinley bill was ubtorly doatruc 
tive to tho barloy and malting tntorests 
here. He showed tho groad falling off In 
barley imports and said that since the bill 
wont Into effect practeally no barloy camo 
hore excoptin bond for Kuropo, A little 
ryoand poas camo in tho samo way The 
effect had boon disastor to what had boon 
a vory valuablo Industry, for now olovator 
mon would alinost givo away their olovators 
to anyono who would take thom, 

Mr. Morrill—Do you nob think thoro 
will bo an increased crop of barley grown 
in Now York this yoar ! 

Mr, Failing—1t may stimulate tho trado 
for a yoar or #0, but whon the malt houses 
are driven out thore will bo no markob. 
Canadian barloy bas been aboubt ton conts 
in excess of western barley. Now state 
barley must como in compotition with tho 
cheap barley of the weab and the price will 
yo down. 

. Mr, Gaylord said that only about 16,000 
bushols of Canadian barley has boon tm- 
ported since October—that Is bavley which 
had stopped horo, Over a million had been 
recolved tho preceding yoar after October, 

Mr. McPherson asked how much was In- 
vested in elevators here. 

Mr. Falling roplied that thore woro hero 
five or six buildings with a capacity of a 
million and ao half bushels, Thoy were 
largo and exponalye buildiogs and three of 
them wero utterly worthless, A large class 

of men, perhaps 500 to 600, depended on 
handling grain for existence.

THE MARKS OF THE STIGMATA: 


A Young Catholic Woman Said to Have 
Thom on Her Hands and Insteps. 


LovisyiLux, Sept. 24.—Mrs. Mary Stuck- 
enberg, a young Catholic woman, of this 
city, 1s believed by her confessor, Father 
Raff, to bear the blessed marks of the stig- 
mata. The most noted similar case of od: 
ern times is that of Louise Mary Lateau, a 
Belgian, who died in 1868, 5 

The first manifestations appeared the lat- 
ter part of May last. The first trance 
into which she entered, the first emission of 
blood from the five points described by the 
Bible in its history of the crucifixion, caused 
great alarm in her family. She remained in 
the trance four hours, ‘Then appeared in 
the palins of her hands, on the insteps of her 
feet, and in her side, the marks of the cruci- 
lixion, similar to those upon the body of 
Christ. 

These marks are of a dull reddish color, 
something like what are known as birth 
marks. The edges are irregular and the 
skin notabnormal, ‘The spots since their 
first appearance have been visible at all 
times, but only on Friday do the trance and 
bleeding recur. 

Over cighty cases of stigmatization 
recorded, although the marks in many in 
stances wore only partial. None was heard 
of until the 13th « entury, and that was the 
mse Of St. Francis of Assisi, who in 1224 
had a vision of & seraph with six wings, 
between which appeared the image

TROUBLE IN CHINA. 


in the 
Shanughal, 
SHUANGHAT, Sept. 24.—The sitnation here 
sinuch worse. Disorders are increasing at 
#, and this is the prelude to other dis 
The valley of the Yang-T'se-Kiang 
llion.. Wuchang, the central seat 
of the Viceroy, is ready to revolt, and the 
towns open to strangera-—Hankow and 
Chiungkin—are likely to follow. The latter 
town is difficult to defend by warships 
owing to the shallowness of the river, Great 
excitement prevails, Strangers are fleeing 
from Shanghai, which is among the 
threatened towns, but measures of defence 
are being taken, ‘Three ships of war are at 
Wung-Chang and the fleets are concentrat- 
ing at Shanghai. Minister Lemair of France 
has left here for Pekin, 

Vancouver, B,.C., Sept. 23, —The C.P.R. 
steamship Empress of China, which arrived 
here to-day, Aine the following Chinese 
and Japanese advices up to Sept. 11; At 
Schang, Sept. 3, the American and Catholic 
missions and Messrs. Cain’s, Aldridge’s and 
Dean’s houses were burned and Mr. Cock- 
burn’s looted by the anti-Christian Chinese 
rioters, the Franciscan Sisters and one of 
the fathers being badly hurt. On the follow- 
ing day the Catholic and Protestant missions 
were plundered and burned, but the English 
constilate and customs were left intact. The 
French sisters were saved with difficulty by 
the Chinese authorities. The cause of the 
riot was a stolen child being brought 
to the convent by some unknown 
person. There was no warning of 
uny trouble. It is presumed thie 
stolen child was only an _ excuse 
for the outbreak, and was taken to the con- 
vent by one of the leading plotters, as the 
outbreak was evidently premeditated and 
had long been fixed to occur upon that day. 
The date was a carefully kept secret,

Tho Threatened Districts, 

Wu-chang, spoken of in the above des- 
natch, isa walled town on the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, in the Province of Hoo-Pee. It is 
the seat of a great native and foreign trade 
and possesses important native educational 
establishments. The population is about 
$00,000, 

Kan Kow, in the same province, is a treaty 
port at the mouth of one of the tributaries 
of the Yang-tse-Kiang and 700 miles from 
the sea. It is said to be one of the greatest 
sommercial centres of the world. This city 
constitutes with Wu-chang and Han-Yang 
the capital of the province, and Hue esti- 
mated their united population at 8,000,000. 

The total course of the Yang-tse-Kiang, 
or ‘Son of the Great Water,” is from 2500 
to 3000 miles. It is crossed by the Imperial 
Canal, by which it communicates with most 
oarts of China proper, ‘The tide ascends it 
o Lake Po-Yang, 450 miles from the sea, 
oeyond which it is navigable for 250 miles. 
{t may be navigated to 200 miles from its 
nouth by ships of the largest class. Coal 
ls said to be plentiful in many places along 
its banks. 


THE YOUNG KING OF ANNAM, 


Ho Carries on an Intrigue Witha View of 
Escaplhig. 


Panis, Sept, 24.—The young King of 
Annam lew caused a sensatioa in Algeria. 
Although neminally a prisoner, he lived at 
the villa calle] Des Pins, in the village of 
El Dior, abort a mile and a half from Al 
giers, and haa practically had unrestrained 
liberty.

After travollora on the Canadian Paoili 
are fairly launched upon the groat platos 
woat of Manitoba thoy seo many rominders 
of the builalo, Strotching over tho platoa 
ao far ag tho oye can reach, crossing one 
cnother lo a perloct notwork, aro tho ia 
numerablo paths fo which the buffsloos 
trod one behind another tn almosb count 
loos numbers Ihe little knolla, too, are 
thickly dotted with bullslo wallows, whore 

the animale had dug up tho oarth with thoir 
horns and thon rolled in the dust, or, what 
sulted them better, visited tho awllows 
aftor a showor, and enjoyed tho luxury ofa 
mud bath. Hero and thero, too, one sees 
the skeletons of the noble animal, 
But nob many of them aro seen from 
tho railroad care, for noarly all tho 
skeletons within seven miles of the track 
have been gathored together and brought 
to the railroad, where they aro plied up, 
roady for shipmont, Abt many of thes 
tions, andin some places far from tho 
stations, these groat pilos of bullslo bones 
are heaped, They are laid up as regularly 
as 50 much cordwood, The piles ary about 
vight foot high, twolve foot wide and any- 
where from fifteen to fifty foob long. The 
outer layor is mado by pillog up tho skulls 
with the frontal portion outside, and with- 
in this wall the bones are heaped pro- 
miscuously, 

It will give an idea of the onormous 
quantity of theso skeletons when tho fact is 
mentioned that within o radios of two 
mlles of a station on the railroad to Prince 
Albort 3,800 skeletons were picked up. 
Out of sight of the railroad track, these 
akelotons may still be found in countloss 
pumbers, and the industry of gathering 
thom will be continued uatil they have all 
been removed from the prairies, 

These animals were the victims very fro- 
quently of the Indians, who often killed the 
stupid beasta only to geb the tongue, which 
was esteemed by tho [ndlans os a particu- 
larly delicate morsel, Tho bones are taken 
to Ohicago and othor placos where sugar Is 
refined, are ground up, and play some part 
ju the work of retining. A favorlte diver- 
sion of many of the tourists when the train 
stops, Is to visit one of the bone heaps and 
knock out a fow buffalo teeth, taking them 
away as rellos. 

The wood buffalo, which is allied to tho 
bison, now exterminated, still roams in the 
forests far north of the Saskatchewan. His

Canon Crry, Col., Sept. 25. —William H. 
Davis was hanged in the Stato Prison here 
at 8 o'clock last night. The hanging appara- 
tus was very unique, boing the invention of 
Deputy Warden Dudley, In the upper part 
of a square frame made of four uprights a 
bucket of water was sot, the contents of 
which; when ready for operations, weighed 
29 pounds. 

Directly beneath the bucket and connect- 
ed with it by a rubber hose with a valyo, 
was another bucket, and connected to the 
upper bucket by a lever was 4 40-pound 
iron ball, which connected again with an 
iron rod which kept in place, ata height 
of six feet, the weight of 250 pounds, 
which, when the water was drawn from 
the bucket, was allowed to descend, jerked 
the condemned man off his feet about three 
fectin theair, From this large weight a 
rope runs through two pulleys over a parti- 
tion and then down into the execution room, 
where it hung directly over a platform 
three feet square, on which the condemned 
stood. 

Everything being in readiness, Davis was 
brought in andthe noose and black cap 
were placed in position. 

After he had been given an opportunity 
to say good-bye to those around him, he 
was told to step on the small platform. His 
weight on the platform opened the faucet 
inthe upper bucket and the water flowed 
into the bucket beneath. This allowed the 
weight to drop and Davis was jerked into 
theair. His neck was broken and he was 

ronounced dead in 7 minutes. Tho crime 
for which Davis was hanged was the killing 
of his mother and her stlewed paramour in 
Pueblo in July last.

ConsTANTINorLe, “Sopt. 25.—Tho Porte 
has sont a circular to tho powers in regard 
to the passage through the Dardanelles of 
soveral vessels of the Russian volunteer 
fleet, Tho Porte says that for several years 

vast veesela of the Russian volunteer fleet 
fave beon running between Odessa and 
Viadivoatock, the port intended to be the 
castorn terminus of the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road, and situated on the Sea of Japan. 
Lhese ships being under the commercial flag 
of Russia were granted free passage of the 
straits. It has been found, however, that 
the volunteer vessels were sometimes carry- 
ing soldiers and these ships were detained 
owing to a mistake as to their real char- 
acter, 

The Porte’s instructions given to the offi- 
cors on duty at the Dardanelles to prevent 
any further detention of vessels of the 
Russian volunteer flect have been wrongly 
construed by the newspaper press to be a 
violation of the existing treatics, Tho note 
then quotes the instructions given to tho 
Turkish officers on duty at the Dardanelles, 
the tenor of which has already been pub- 
lished, and concludes with the remark that 
no new measure has been adopted and that 
the old one continues in force. 

Lonpon, Sept. 25.—A letter has been ro- 
ceived from Captain Younghusbands, dated 
Cashgar, in which Captain Younghusbands 
states that, learning that the Russians had 
crossed the Afghan frontior despite the pro- 
testa of the Afghan authorities, and being 
informed that the Russians were forcing 
their way toward the Pamirs, he startec

On the other hand, he 
had every right to have confidence in the 
honeaty and integrity of hia chief engineer, 
Mr. Perley alone can tell who is re 
sponsible It was unfortunate that 
Mr. Perley was atricken with 
illness at «a critical period, which 
prevented a full examination. Was it fair 
to condemn Mr. Perley, whose story was 
not finished? Was it fair to condemn Sir 
Hector Langevin until the evidence of the 
principal witness, his chief engineer, was 
concluded? Judgment should be suspended 
until this witness could be heard. Ho for 
one was not prepared to say whether Mr. 
Perley had duped the minister or was his 
tool, He therefore moved in amendment 


1. That from the facts which wore made 
to appear before the committee and reported 
to the House in support of and in relation to 
the charges which it was its duty to investi- 
gate, the House is convinced that in many of 
tho dealings of the firm of Larkin, Connolly

3. That owing to the unfortunate illness of 
Mr. Perley, which rendered it impossible for 
the committeo to finish bis examination, the 
House does not fecl that it ought, in the ab- 
senco of his complete evidence, to pronounce 
decisively jas to his complicity or otherwise 
in the conspiracy which the committee finds 
to have existed, or to determine who among 
the otber officials of the department partici- 
pated therein. This House, for the like 
reason, aud because respecting some of the 
matters as to which evidence was given— 
more especially that relating to the 
supplemental contract for the comwpletion of 
the Levis graving dock of 1&84¢ — no 
charge had been made against the late Min- 
ister of the Public Work, and the evidence 
in respect thereof is incomplete, feel unable 
to decide whether the conduct of the minis- 
ter in approving and sanctioning the various 
contracts with Larkin, Connolly & Co., the 
indulgence granted to them in the perfor- 
mance thereof, and the over payments made 
in accordance therewith, is to be ascribed to 
a blind confidence in tho integrity and effeci- 
ench of bis chief engineer—even in that view 
scarcely to be distinguished from weakness 
almost criminal—or to a guilty connivance 
in the spoliation of the public troasury which 
ought to be characterized in very different 
language, 

4, That as no specific charge of this nature 
was made against the late minister, this 
House, while compelled to call attention to 
this view of the matier, does not think it is 
required to render any more definite copclu- 
sion in the matter, 

In addition tothe foregoing reasons the 
House has no hesitation in recording its 
opinion that judged by the woll-known con- 
stitutional rule which makes tho minister re- 
sponsible to Parliament for the administra- 
tion of the department over which he pre- 
sides, the Inte Minister of Public Works, ir- 
respective of tho considerations dealt with in 
the lost preceding paragraph, cannot be 
absolved from his ministerial responsibility, 
and in that regard merits the ceusure of this 
honorable House. 

And the House recommends that in 
addition to such action nas may seem 
to be called for under the findings hereinbe- 
fore expressed such legal proceedings as may 
be aynilaWe be taken against those who were 
concerned in the conspiracy, and for that 
purpose the books and papers which were be- 
fore the committeo be retained, or so many 
of them as may be necessary for such prose- 
cution. 

Finally, the House desires to record its 
conviction that the enquiry directed by the 
House has Leen rendered unsatisfactory, in- 
complete aud in some respects abortive by 
what the House cannot help characterizing 
as wilful perjury of some of the witnosses 
examined before it, and the committoe re- 
commends that Nicholas K. Connolly and 
Michael Connolly and such other witnesses 
as the law ollicers may advise that thero is 
évidence on which indictments for perjury 
should be preferred, be prosecuted therefor.”

To Have a Bright Lamp 

In theao days whon lamps are usod a0 
much the care of them is quite an import 
ant matter, writes Marlo Marloa, in her do- 
partment in the Octobor Ludics'’ Home 
Journ lo ifthe lamp be good and have 
proper attention, one cannot wish for a 
more satisfactory light; bat if badly cared 
for they will be a source of much discom 
fort, ‘Tho great scoret of having lamps ta 
good working order isto koep thom clean 
and to use good oil. Have a regular place 
and time for trimming the Put a 
folded newspaper on the table, so that any 
atray bite of burned wick and drops of oll 
may fall upon 1b, Wash and wipo the 
chimneys and shades. Now take off all 
loose parte of the burner, washing them to 
hot soap suds and wiplng with a clean soft 
cloth. Trim the wicks and turn thom quite 
low. With a soft, wet cloth, woll soaped, 
wipo tho burner thorovghly, work: 
ing tho cloth as much as possiblo 
inside tho burnor, to get off overy 
particle of the charred wick. Now fill the 
lawps within about one inch of the top, and 
wipo with a dawp towel and then a dry 
one, Adjust all the parts and roturn them 
to their proper places. Whonover a new 
wick is required in a lamp, wash and scald 
the burner before puttlog in the wick, 
With ao student lamp, the receptacle for 
waste oil, which is screwed on the bottom 
of the burner? should be taken cff av loaat 
once a weck and washed. Sometimes a 
wick will get vory dark and dirty before it 
is half consumed. It is not economy to try 
to burn It; replaco it with a fresh ono. Tho 
trouble and expense are slight and the in- 
crease in cleaness and brilliancy will repay 
the extra care. Whena lamp is lighted it 
not at once be turned up to the full 
wait uolil the chimneys rest against 
them. Now, when lighting a lamp bo 
careful that the chimney is set perfectly 
straight and does not touch the shade at 
The shade should be placed on

Lions in Mashonaland. 

A soldier in the Britlsh columo which 
marched to Mashonaland last spring writes 
that about 1 o'clock one morning, (wo lions 
came right into thé camp and set up a most 
frightful noise, They did not grow! as lions 
usually do, but roared fearfally, first, one 
starting up, then the other joining In. *'L 
have often heard,” says the writer, ‘that a 
lion’s roar Is very terrible. Itis; andifycu 
want to thorough'y appreciate it, you must 
bo lying in the open, with two of them at 
it less than 20 yards away in the middle of 
the night. Tho noise is hard to describe, 
but it is like fifty cows bellowing all ab once 
aud with a tremendous vibration in it, that 
goes through and through you,” The stir 
ip the camp drove the animals away. 

Oo the same expedition one of the men 
started to tako the mails to the post station. 
About two or three miles after he had left 
camp two lions attaked the horres. He 
wasriding one and leading another, with 
the malls strapped on It in sacks. One 
lion sprang On the back of the horse he was 
riding, and he managed to swing himaolf 
offintoa tree The lions left tho horses, 
and walked about under tho tree whero ho 
was, and remained there until one of 
the waggons, which had been lefb behind 
broken down, came along the road and 
frightened them away. ‘Tho man was up 
the tree seven hours; the horse ho was 
riding went straight to the next post sta- 
tlon, dreadfully torn, and the one with the 
mails was brought In there by natives 
three days afterwards, bub oetill had the 
mails on it all right, 

A few days laters lion and lioness at- 
tacked one of the donkey carte, killed one 
donkey and broke tho leg of another, One 
of the soldiors killed the Jioness, 
a splendid animal and measured 9 feeb 4 
inchos from her nose to the tip of her tail, 
and stood 38 inches at the shoulder,

Ho started the first sound that rolled from 
the wonderous Tnatrument which has had 
so much to do with the worship of the 
But what improyementa has been 
under the hands of organ builders 
such as Bernhard, Sebastian Bach and 
George Hogarth and Joseph Booth and 
Thomas Robjohn. clear down to George and 
alward Jardine of our own day, I donot 
wonder that when the first fall organ that 
we read of as given in 757 by an emperor of 
the cast toa king of France sounded forth 
its full grandeur, « woman fell into ao 
delirium which her reason was never 
restored, 

Tho majesty.of a great organ. skillfully 
played in almost too much for human én- 
durance, but how much the instrument has 
done in the re-enforcement of diving service 
it will take all time and all eternity to cele- 
brate, Last April, when we dedicated this 
church to the service of Almighty God, our 
organ was not more than fiall done, It 
has now come so near completion that this 
morning I preach a sermon dedicatory of 
this mighty throne of sacred sound. It 
greots the eye as well as the car, Behold 
this mountain of anthems! This forest of 
hosannahs! Its history is peculiar, 

MWISTORY OF TILIS ORGAN, 

The late Mr. George Jardine recently 
mide a tour of the organs of Europe. He 
gathered up in his portfolio wn account of 
all the oxcellences of the. rénowned instru- 
ments of musid on the other side of the At- 
lantic and all the new improvements, and 
brought back that portfolio to America de- 
claring that Brooklyn Tabernacle should 
have the full advantage of all he had ob- 
tained, and although he did not live to 
carcy ont his idea, his son, Mr. Edward 
Jardine, has introduced into this great or- 
gan all those improvements and grandeurs, 
and while you hear this organ you hear all 
that is notable in the organs of Lucerne 
and Fribourg and Haarlem and St, Paul and 
Westminster Abbey and other great organs 
that have enraptured the world. 

In it are Benker up more harmonies than 
I can describe, and all for God and the 
lighting of the soul toward him. Its four 
banks of keys, its one hundred and ten 
stops and appliances, its four thousand and 
five hundred and ton pipes, its chime of 
thirty-seven bells, its cathedral diapason 
and pedal double diapason, its song trumpet 
and night horn and vox humana, all, all, 
wo dedicate to God and the soul. It will, 
I believe, under the divine blessing, lead 
uncounted thousands into the kingdom. 
Its. wedding marches, its thanksgiving 
anthems, its requiems will sound after all 
the voices that follow it to-day shall have 
sung their last song. To God the Father, 
God the Son and God the Holy Ghost we 
dedicate it ! 

There has been much discussion as to 
where music was born. I think that at 
the beginning, when the morning stars sang 
together, and allthe suns of God ihanted 
for joy, that the carth heard the echo, The 
cloud on which the angels stood to celebrate 
the creation was the birthplace of song. 
Inanimate nature is full of God's stringed 
and wind instruments. Silence itself—per- 
fect silence—is only a musical rest in God's 
great anthem of worship. Wind among 
the leaves, insects humming in the summer 
air, the rush of billow upon beach, the 
ocean far out sounding its ever-lasting 
psalm, the bobolink on the edge of the 
forest, the quail whistling up from the grass 
are music, 

On Blackwell's Island I heard, coming 
from a window of the lunatic asylum, a very 
aweet song. It was sung by one who had 
lost her reason, and I have come to be- 
lieve that even the deranged and disorder- 
ed clements of nature would make music to 
our ear if we only had acutcness enough to 
listen. I suppose that even the sounds in 
nature that are discordant and repulsive 
make harmony in God’s car. You know 
that you may come so near to an orchestra 
that the sounds are painful instead of 
ploasureable, and I think We stand so near 
devasting storm and frightful whirlwind we 
cannot hear that which makes to God's ear 
and the car of the spirits above us a music 
as complete as it is tremendous, 

INFINITI 

The day of judgments which will he a day 
of uproar and tumult, L suppose will bring 
no dissonance to the ears of those who can 
calmly listen ; although it te as when some 
groat performor is executing some boisterous 
piece of musie, he sometimes breaks down 
the instrument on which he plays; so it 
may be on that last day that the grand 
march of God, played by the fingers of 
thunder and earthquake and conflagration, 
may break down the world upon which the 
music is oxecuted 

Not only inanimate nature full of 
music, but God has wonderfully organized 
the human voice, so that in the plainest 
throat and lungs there are fourteen direct 
muscles which can make ovor sixteen thou- 
sand different sounds, and there aro thirty 
indirect which can make, it has 
been estimated, more than hundred 
sud seventy-three millions of sounds! Now, 
God so constructed tho 
and when He haa filled the 
harmony, and when He 
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vould not be taken by a 
low to liston to a harps tell There was a 
Scotch soldier dying in New Orleans and a 
Scotch minister came in to gi¥e him. the 
The man turn 
od over on his pillow wil paid, Don't talk 
tome about religion.” Then the Scotch 
minister began to sing « familiar hymn of 
Scotland that’ was by David 
Dickenson, beginning with the worda: 

Oh, mother, dear Jerusalem, 

When shall Leome to thee? 
He sang itso the tune of ** Dundee,” and 
everybody in BS otland knows that: and as 
he began to sing the dying soldier turned 
over on his pillow and said to the minister, 
** Where did you learn that?" | Why,” re 
plied the minister, “my mother taught me 
that.” “So did mine," said the dying 
Scotch soldier; and the very foundation of 
his hoart’was upturned, and then and there 
he yielded himself to Christ. Oh, it has an 
irresistible power, © Luther's sermons have 
been forgotten, but his “Judgment Hymn 
sings on through the ages, and will keep on 
singing until the blast’ of the archangel’s 
trumpet sliall bring about that very day 
which the hymn celebrates, I would to 
God that those who hear me to day would 
take these songs of salvation os messagos 
from heaven; for just os certainly as the 
birds brought food to Elijah by the brook 
Cherith, so these winged haritonies, God- 
sent, are flying to your soul with the bread 
of life. Open your mouths and take it, oh, 
hungry Elijahs ! 

In gddition to tho inspiring music of our 
own day we bave a glorious inheritance of 
church psalmody which lias come down 
fragrant with the devotions of othor geon- 
erations—tunes no more worn out than they 
were when our great grandfathers climbed 
up on them from the At pew to glory! 
Dear old souls, how they used to sing! 
When they were cheerful our grandfathers 
and grandmothers used to sing ‘'Colchester,” 
When they were vory meditative thon the 
board meeting house rang with ‘South 
Street” and “St. Edmond’s.” Were they 
struck through with great tenderness they 
sang ** Woodstock,” Were they wrappod in 
visions of the glory of the church they sang 
“Zion.” Were they overborne with the 
love and glory of Christ they sang ‘‘Aricl.”” 
And in those days there were certain tunes 
married to certain bymns,and they have lived 
in peace a great while, these two old people, 
and we have no right to divorce them. 
“What God bath joined together let no 
man put asander.” But how hard-hearted 
we must be if all this sacred music of the 
past and all the sacred musiv of the present 
does not start us heavenward. 

IT CHARMS THES MELANCHOLY. 

I have also noticed the power of sacred 
song to sooth perturbation. You may have 
come in here this morning with a great 
many worriments and anxieties, yet per- 
haps in the singing of the first hymn you 
lost all those worriments and ‘anxieties, 
You have read in the Bible of Saul and 
how he was sad and angry and how the boy 
David came in and played the evil spirit 
out of him. A Spanish king was melancholy, 
The windows were all closed, He satin 
the darkness. Nothing could bring him 
forth until Faraneli came and discoursed 
music for three or four days to him, On 
the fourth day he looked up and wept and 
rejoiced, and the windows were thrown 
open, and that which all the splendors of 
the conrt could not do the power of song 
accomplished. If you have anxieties and 
worriments try this heavenly charm upon 
them. Do not sit down on the bank of the 
hymn, but plunge i, that the devil of care 
may be brought out of you. 

Tt also arouses to action. A singing 
church is” always a triumphant church ! 
[fa congregation is silent during a exer- 
cise, or partially silent, itis the silence of 
death. If, when the hymn is given out, 
you hear tho faint hum of here and their a 
father and mother in Israel while the vast 
majority are silent, the minister of Christ 
who is presiding needs to have a very 
strong constitution ifhe does not get tho 
chills. He needs not only the grace of God, 
but nerves like whulebone. It is amazing 
how some people who have voice enough to 
discharge all their duties in the world when 
they come into the hause of God have no 
voice to discharge this duty. I really be- 
lieve that if the church of Christ 
could rise up and sing as they oughtto sing, 
that where we have ao hundred soula 
brought into the kingdom of Christ there 
would be a thousand, 

But [ must now spekk of some of tho ob- 
stacles in the way of the advancement of 
this sacrod music ; and tho first is that 
it has been impress d into the service of 
superstition, lam far from believing that 
music ought always to be positively re- 
ligious. Refined art has opened places 
where music has been secularized, and law- 
fully so. The drawing room, the musical 
‘lub, the orchestra, the concert, by the 
gratification of pure taste, and the produc- 
tion of harmless amusement avd the im- 
provement of talent great 
forces in the advancement civiliza- 
Music has as much right to laugh in 
Surrey gardens as it has to pray in St, 
Paul's. In the kingdom of nature we have 
the glad filing of the wind as well as tho 
long meter psalm of the thunder. But 
while all this is so, every observer has ne 
tieed that this art, Which God intended for 
the improvement of the ear, and the voice, 
and the head, and the heart, has often been 
the service of false relig 
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fight... Phen there who would like 
in the church to baye the organ pluyed ino 
dull, lifele while there are 
othors who would have it wreathed into fan- 
tastics, branching out i jote wad spangles of 
sound, rolling aud tossing in marvelous con- 
vulsions as when, in pyrotechnic display, 
after you think a picce is oxhausted it breaka 
out in wheels, rockets, blue lights and ser. 
pentine demonstrations, Some would have 
the organ played in almost inaudible sweet- 
néss, and others would have it full of stacca- 
td passages that make the audicuce jump, 
with great eyes and bair on end, as though 
by a vision of the Witch of Mndor; and he 
who tries to please all will fail in everything. 
Nevertheless, you are to admit the fact that 
COLs CONMLES) Wilicn 18 folng On, Novy ln oun 
dreds Dut iy thousands of the churches of 
the United States, to-day, isa mighty hin 
dfance to the advancement of this art. In 
thia way scores and scores of churches are 
optirely crippled as to all influence, and the 
niusic 18 a damage rather than a praise, 
CAN YOU PRAISE GOD KY PROXY, 

Another obstacle in the advancement of 
this art has been the erroneous notion that 
this part of the service could be conducted 
by delegation. Churches have said: ‘* Oh 
What an casy, time we shall have, This 
minister will do the preaching, the choir 
will do the singing and we will have noth. 
iug to do,” And you kuow as well as I 
that there are a great multitude of churches 
all through this land where the people are 
not expected to sing, tho whole work is 
done by delegation of four or six or ten per- 
sons, and:the audience is. silent: In such a 
church in Syracuse an old elder, persisted in 
singing, and so the choir appointed & com- 
mittee to go and ask the squire if he would 
not stop. You know that ina great multi- 
tude of churches the choir are expected to 
do the singing, and the great masa of the 
people are expected to be silent, and if you 
utter your voice you are interfering. There 
they stand, the four with glass 
dangling at their side, singing tock of 
ages, cleft for me,” with thesaniexspirit that 
the night before on the stage they took 
their part in the ‘Grand Duchess” or Don 
Giovanni.” 

My. Christian friends, have we a right to 
delegate to others, the dis harge of this 
duty; which God demands of us? Suppose 
that four wood thrushes should propose to 
do all the singiog.some bight day when 
the wodds are ringing with bird voices, It 
is decided that. four wood .thrushes shall do 
all the singing of the forest. Let all other 
voices keep silent. How beautifully tho 
four warble. It js really fine mugic, But 
how long will you keep the forest still? 
Why, Clirist would come into that forest 
and look up as he looked through the olives, 
and he would wave his hand and say, ** Let 
everything that hath breath praise the 
Lord,” and keeping time with the stroke 
of innumerable wings, there would be five 
thousand bird voices leaping into harmony. 
Suppose this delegation of musical per- 
formers were tried in Heaven ; suppose that 
four choice spirits should try to do the sing- 
ing of tho upper temple, Hush, now, 
thrones and dominions and principalities. 
David ! be still, though you were ‘‘the sweet 
singer of Isracl.”” Poul ! keep quiet, though 
you have come to that crown of rejoicing. 
Richard Baxter ! keep still, though this is 
the “Saint's Evorlasting Rest,”’ Four spirits 
now do all the singing. But how long 
would heaven be quiet? How long? ‘‘ Hal- 
lelujah !’ would cry some glorificd Metho- 
dist from under the altar, ‘* Praise the 
Lord !” would sing the martyrs from among 
the thrones, ‘Thanks be unto God who 
giveth us the victory!” a great multitude 
of redeemed spirits would cry. Myriads of 
voices coming into the harmony and the one 
hundred and forty and four thousand 
breaking forth into one acclammation. Stop 
that loud singing ! stop! Ob, no, they can- 
not hear me. You might as well try to 
drown the thunder of the sky or beat back 
the roar of the sea, for every soul in heaven 
has resolved to do its own singing. Alas ! 
that we should have tried on earth

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THE DECISION OF PARLIAMENT. 





The great debate, in which the chief In- 


terest of the present memorable session of 
Parliament centred, namely thab on the 
finding of the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections in the Tarte-MoGreevy case, was 


concluded abt an early hour on Friday 
morning. The result—namely the adop- 
tion of the Committee's report—will we be- 
lieve, be recelved with satisfaction in the 
country, as the parties who, by the evidence 
adduced, have been found gollty of con- 
spiracy in swindling the public, have been 
condemned and their prosecution, so far as 
the laws are available, is recommended, 

A feature of the debate was an able speech 
by Mr. Dalton McOarthy,who took his own 
view of the case and moved to give It effect; 
but his ideas did not find acceptance with 
either party, One vory strong point was, 
however, made by the member for North 
Simooe. Mr. Laurier, the leader of the 
Opposition, whom the organs of his party 
have been lauding as the soul of honor and 
the mirror of chivalry, had in his speech 
violated the propristies by attacking our 
dead Ohieftain as a corruptionist, on the 
allegation that ata banquet glven in Qaebec 
to the Minister of Militia some years ago, 
he had admitted having bribed the people 
with thelr own money. 

The accusation was a falsehood of the 
meanest kind, namely a garbled verslon of 
Sir John’s words, but it was promptly ex 
posed ani denounced by Mr. McCarthy, 
who sald ; 

If the hon, gentleman had not magnanimity 
to leave the deat alone, at least he might not 
have garbled his statements. By great good 
fortune he was able to give Sir John’s worda— 
the words quoted by the leader of the Opposi- 
tion. Hetiad quoted Sir John as saying :—*‘The 
Opposition haye charged us with bribing the con: 
stituencies; well, we have bribed them with 
their own money.” Now would it be believed 
that the leader of the Opposition had stopped 
short, not onlyinthe middle ofa taph, 
butim the middle of a sentence? The words 
used were as follows:—‘'The Opposition have 

us with having bribed oconstitu- 
encies, Well, we have bribed them with their 
own money, and the charge amounts simply to 
this, that we have so wisely and equitably dis- 
tributed revenue in the different parts of the 
Dominion as to gain the approbation of the 
country asa whole.” (Loud applause.) 

This humillating exposure was not all 
the punishment that the Opposition leader 
was to recelve, for Mr. McCarthy proceed- 
ed to show him up in his true colors as the 
would-be purchaser of the whole province 
of Quebec, In this connection Mr. Mc- 
Oarthy said :

Thirty-five cases of for- 
cign rifles consigned to a British subject 
employed in the Imperial customs office at 
Chin-Kiang have been seized by the customs 
officers at Shanghai and the consignee has 
been arrested and sent to Shanghai for the 
British authorities to deal with. The same 
man had in his possession a ee of 
dynamite, which with the rifles he con- 
feased was intended for the use of a secret 
society at Chin Kiang The arms came 
from Hong Kong Two other British sub- 
jects and six other foreigners (nationality 
doubtful), residents of Shanghai, are im- 
slicated in this transaction, which Sir 
Robert Hart, the inspector-general of cus- 
toms, and the British consulates at Shang- 
hai and Chin Kiang are investigating. 

The communications from the Pekin Gov- 
ernment offering compensation to foreigners 
who have suffered in the recent riots in 
China, with the strongest assurances of 
future protection, are received with distrust 
in the Foreign Offiee here. Hsu Ching 
Chang, the Chinese Ambassador to 
the European courts, has recently 
been in St. Petersburg, where he 
succeeded in inducing the Russian Govern- 
ment to withdraw from the joint action pro- 
jected by the powers. He arrived in Berlin 
to-day with the view of trying to influence 
Chancellor Von Caprivi, but it is 
certain that he will not, after the 
determination of the German Government 
to co-operate with the British in taking de- 
cisive measures 

The Pekin note as given tothe papers, 
fails to indicate the real character of the 
appeal made by the ambassador to the 
Kuropean Governments. He has urged 
that the Imperial Government was entirely 
honest in deciding to suppress disorders and 
seeking time to deal with the anti-foreign 
movement, and that precipitate action 
on the pre of the powers would defeat 
their object and bring China into an 
anarchany. His communications distinctly 
suggest the probabilty of such a potent 
political upheaval in China as might over- 
throw the Manchu dynasty. Panicky

"Sona Vostorday—Mr,

Adopted by the Senate 
Abbott's Referonce to 
Orrawa, Sept. 26.—In Senate yesterday 
Mr. Abbott moved the address to the 
with regard to the removal of the 
favored nations clause from the treaties be 
tween England and Germany and England 
and Belgium, 

After explaining the meaning of the 
clauses-he made a reference to Col, Howard 
Vincent. He said that a gentleman was in 
this country lately who presented a plau- 
sible scheme for improving trade with the 
mother country. In theory it seemed to be 
the germofa movement which might be- 
iinportant to us in the last de- 
gree, but the idea of taxing food 
in ISngland was repugnant to a large 
proportion of that people, Although pro- 
tection under the name of fair trade has 
made some little progress in England, he 
questioned whether it had made ao lasting 
impression.

Tho largest ploco of robbery Is In con- 
nection with the socallod colonization 
roads, It is protondod that the agrioul 
tural popalation of the province fs nob In- 
creasing, and yot the Govornmont annually 
sponds money enough to open from 1,000 
to 1,600 miles of road for now settlers, 
Wo do not say that so mach new road ts 
opened. In fact the money is scandalous: 
ly wasted for political eff sob. The jobs are 
not let by tender ; no contracts are mado ; 
and no proper audit of the expenditure is 
ever made. Since the Mowat Governmont 
attained to power money enough has been 
exponded on roads to build @ railroad in 
front of each settlor’s farm, And yeb any 
person who will go into tho back sottle- 
monte will discover that tho roads really 
made are more trails through the woods, 
Mr. Mowat has used about two mililons of 
Wars in this manner for political pur- 
poses; and the expenditure ts a public 
scandal, 

Tho robbery of the poople by means of 
school-book monopolies is shamefal and 
enormous. A monopoly ts glven to favor- 
ed publishers, who aro permitted to extort 
prices at least double the cost of produc- 
tlon, and tho people are forbidden to use 
other books than those mado by the extor- 
tlonate monopollats, The money so stolen 
from tho people dces nob go Into the public 
treasury at all. Whether it is restrained 
by the monopolists, or whether they divide 
with the men who preserve their mono- 
poly for them {fs a matter of which we have 
no knowledge. 

Every man who is married in the Province 
of Ontarlo is robbed of $2. This money 
does not go Into the treasury, and Is taken 
for no service rendered. Mr. Mowat 
simply authorizes one of his political crea- 
tures to steal $2 from every man married 
in the province. 

The money taken from license holders fs 
a sum which cannot be calculated. Every 
man who holds a license is at the mercy of 
the license commissioners. If he gives lib- 
erally to party fands, and votes for Reform 
candidates, his Icense Is safe, no matter 
what he may do; if he refuses to contribute 
his license is not safe. When the robbers 
have the Government behind them and the 
robbed are afrald to complain, we can only 
guess at the amount of the plunder. 

License money which ought to go into 
the municlpal treasury {s carried off to To- 


ronto, Last year about $25,000 was taken 
from Hamilton In this manner, 
that the larger part of this money goes Into 
the Provincial treasury; but it is wrongfally 
taken from the municipality for all that.

The latest reports from Haslemere of the 
health of the Poot Laureate are most reas 
suring. His condition is said to be excel- 
lent, and every day ha may be seen enjoy- 
ing a walk in the neighboring country, No 
announcement has yet been made of thedate 
of production of his new yolume of pooms, 
althougl it is understood he has one nearly 
ready, which is said, on the authority of 
those who have been priviloged to see ox- 
tracts, will prove that the master still re- 
tains much of his intellectual vigor and fer- 
tility of imagination, as well as vividness of 
expression in spite of his 82 years. 

Will the Czar Give the Word? 

A St. Petersburg despatch says that 
while the death of the Grand Duchess Alex- 
andria is the ostensible and sufficient canse 
for the Czar hastening back to Russia, yet 
the hurry of his journey has created a 
general impression in the Russian capital 
that affairs at Constantinople have a great 
deal to do with the Czar's anxiety to be at 
home, Everything is ready for an advance 
by land and sea toward the Turkish capital 
whenever the Czar gives the word, and 
there isa nervous feeling that it may be 
given at any moment, 

The Russian army officers are known to 
be anxious for a fight, and the present Czar, 
like his predecessors, has always great re- 
wpeeck for army sentiment, I¢ was the 
Russian army, without direct authority 
from the Ozar, that nearly brought about a 
conflict with England in 1885, when the 
Czar repudiated and rewarded the action of 
his officers, and the same desire to measure 
swords and win promosion is stronger than 
ever to-day. \. 

Remarkable Voyage of Two Ships, 

A remarkable sailing match which may 
be said to have practically extended over a 
period of eleven months and a half has just 

eon completed. 

Two ships, named respectively Lorton and 
Cockermouth, left Liverpool together on 
Oct, 5, 1890, bound for Astoria, Ore., where 
both arrived within 12 hours of each other. 
On the long voyage they were in sight of 
each other for 48 days, during which time 
their crews exchanged courtesies and visits 
by means of their small boats. 

Both left Astoria on the same day, April 
§ of this year, but their destinations were 
different—the Lorton being bound for Dunk- 
erque and the Cockermouth for Havre. 
Strange to say they both arrived at their 
respective destinations ubout the same time, 
the exact dates being: Cockermouth, Aug. 
19, and Lorton, Aug. 22. Both left the 
French ports on the 9th inst. for Liverpool 
and passed Holyhead at the same time, and 
they actually entered the Mersey side just 
as they had left it 340 days previously. 

This voyage, so remarkable in other re- 
spects, covered a distance of fully 30,000 
miles, so that it will probably go on record 
as one of the most unique in maritime 
history. 

Bananas As Food, 

Berwin, Sept. 28.—The price of wheat, 
rye and all other kinds of grain is still un- 
usually high, and as potatoes, too, have 
failed to some extent, Dr. Karl Schwalbe 

roposes the introduction of the well-known 
“nana. Germany’s African possessions 
may thus be turned into some account. 
According to the Doctor's idea the banana 
should be sliced and dried or be ground into 
meal, and that tropieal fruit, he thinks, 
might become a food product capable of 
supplanting in some degree potatoes and 
wheat. 

A Poovs Anviversary,. 

The hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of the patriot poet Koerner was celebrated 
in his native town of Dresden with musical 
ceremonies and great splendor. In front of 
Koerner’s house patriotic songs composed 
by him were sung by an immense choir and 
wreaths of flowers were laid over the front 
of the monument, At the theatre the cele- 
brated actress Pauline Ulrich delivered a 
prolog, and an oyerture was played, cam- 
posed by the leader of the beat

sold in four weeks. The volume

Telegraphic reports say that in some 
vities three distinet shocks were felt, 
but in the majority of towns heard 
from but two were experienced. The 
duration of the disturbance was from three 
seconds Lo one minute, although St. Louis 
Lelegraphs that the shock lasted fally two 
minutes. 

In Chicago a slight oscillation was ex- 
fees in the southern part of the city, 
ut it was not of sufficient violence toawak- 
cn slecpers. | Many persons who were awake 
hoticed it, but did not think enough of it to 
report the fact. 

Severe at Keokuk, 

In the west Keokuk, Iowa, 9n the Mis- 
sissippi River, suffered the most. Three 
tlistinct shocks were felt these about 11 
o'clock, every building in the city being 
severely shaken. The greatest damage 
done there was tothe residence of J, C. 
Hubinger, which is situated in the outer 
portion of the city, on a high bluff For a 
period of about four seconds the mansion 
ae though it was going to topple over 
into the Mississippi River. On the banks of 
the river just below the residence, Mr. 
Hubinger operates an electric plant. Oc- 
currences similar to those at the house took 
place here, and the entire plant was in im 
mediate danger of being destroyed. The 
Government building trembled from the 
force of the shock. Some of the structures 
shaken may be permanently injured. 

All through Iowa the shock was felt, 
Nearly every town in Illinois was affected 
except those in the northeastern section. 
At Quincy one severe shock was felt, the 
disturbance being vs severe as to awaken 
many people out of a sound slecp, and 
in some cases they were badly frightened. 
Buildings were yiolently shaken all over 
the city, and in many instances the occu- 
pants rushed out into the streets in their 
night clothes under the impression that 
their houses were tumbling down. 

This was the case in the vicinity of Six- 
teenth and Vermont-strects, and the police 
report that in Maiden-lane, between Third 
and Fourth-streets, there were at least 20 
persons—men, women and children—on the 
streets in their night clothes. The shock 
was particularly severe on the top floors of 
tall buildings. 

At Vandalig, Dl; scores of people, 
awakened from a sound sleep, rushed into 
the streets, and the alarm was not quieted 
for fully an hour. At Springfield, the 
capital of the state, there were two distinct 
osciliations closely following each other, 
and the vibration lasted fully one minite 
in each case. Buildings were shaken, 
windows and stoves rattled and suspended 
electsic lights swayed sharply. 

The shock was general throughout the 
central part of Illinois. Mount Palaski re- 
ported a heavy shock. At JacksonviHe the 
shock was lighted than at Springfield, while 
at Lincoln it was more severe. At Mount 
Vernon, Ill, which was almost de- 
stroyed by a cyclone ‘three years 
ago, many people thought the dis. 
turbance the effect of a cyclone, but 
they soon had their fears allayed. The elec: 
tric lights went out, and some fow people 
were thrown out of their chairs, The 
rumbling was plainly heard for several 
seconds. Houses rocked to and fro, but no 
great damage was done to the buildings, 
although several had lange chanks of plas- 
ter shaken from the walls and ceilings,, The 
large new Methodist Church was damaged 
more than any other building and may have 
to be taken down. 

Throughont Central Indiana great alarm 
was oocasioned, both in the cities and 
farming districts. At Indianapolis the 
shock was of eight seconds’ duration, 
Judge Martindale of the World's 
Fair Commission, said he had — not 
vono to — sleep when the shock 

His bed rocked, he said, for fully 
five seconds, The sensation was so warked 
that he got up and prepared himself for 
whatever ave came next, ‘Terre Haute 
reports a shook lasting about 20 seconds, 
during which buildings rocked, glassware 
and crockery were shaken from the shelves 
and persons asleep were awakonod by the 
rumbling noise. The people who felt tho 
thock and were able to distinguish the 
firection say it was from the northwest to 
bho southeast. 

The telegraph operator at Now Palestine, 
not far from Iidianapolis, on the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton road, reported the 
shack as gonerally felt along the line, Ac: 
vording to notices received from other 
pperatora tho people generally were much 
frightened, windows throughout a wido 
range of territory being violently rattled, 
Numorous chimneys wore toppled over, the 
effect being the same aaa heavy wind.

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A DIFFERENCE OF OPINIUN. 
Although the Mail is one of the most in- 
sidious enemies of the Conservative party, 
{t does not join in the ory of its Grit con- 
Jreres that the report of the Committee on 
Provileges and Elections in the Tarte-Mo 
Groovy case is a mere whitewashing of Sir 
Hector Langevin. On the contrary, our 
contemporary regards the verdict in this 
wise ; 
Still, it cannot be fairly nor safely sald 
that the majority report, as carried, excul 
pates Sir Heotor. Had it declared him Ir- 
responsible and free from blame, it would 
have been a coat of whitewash indeed. But 
reading {t as it stands, with the undeniable 
principle of Ministerial responsibility in 
mind it seems to pronounce the ex-Minister 
guilty of gross neglect. Take the first ref- 
erence to Sir Hector, which reads thos :— 
“This conspiracy has been all the more pow- 
“erful and effective by reason of the confi- 
**dence which the late Minister of Public 
** Works had in the integrity and efliclency 
“* of its offizers.”” Here it is intimated that 
he was guided too freely by his subor. 
dinates, or In other words, that he became 
a toolin their hands. The repor} contin- 
ues, “and by reason of the confidence 
** which the Minister entertained with re- 
“‘gard to Thomas McGreevy.” This un- 
doubtedly implies that he permitted Mr. 
McGreevy to guide him. Then It is added 
that the confidence the Minister has re: 
posed In his officers andin Mr. McGreevy 
has, through the success of the conspiracy, 
**accomplished results which are to be 
“* greatly regretted as regards the adminis- 
“* tration of the department, and greatly to 
**be condemned as regards those who lent 
“** themselves knowingly to the purposes of 
“*the conspirators,” Thus Sir Hector’s 
blind confidence in other men—a confi 
dence which is nob justifiable or excusable 
—was an influence which contributed to 
the success of the conspiracy. The com- 
mittee adds that the evidence does not 
justify the conclusion that the Minister 
know of the conspiracy, or that he 
willingly lent himself to Its objects. 
This is a repotitiou of the opinion that Sir 
Hector was an instrument, unwillingly it 
may be, but nevertheless an instrument, in 
the hands of the consplrators, - Now, 
when {t Is intimated that a Minister has 
ylelded himself up to conspirators a con- 
demnation is undoubtedly implied. It is 
true that the censure fs not ao directly ut- 
tered as lt should be, yet, while not post- 
tively stated, {t is there in languange suffi- 
clently plain to render the roturn of Sir 
Hector to the Public Works Department 
or to the Government, or his appointment 
to any high office, altogether impossible,

To tho lovor of the picturesque and 
to the disciples of Isaac Walton doos tho 
Bay of Quinte presont special attractions, 
lt is rarely bosutiful, in some places dupll- 

Jating tho St, Lawronce, and In ono stretch 

of ten miles much like the Hudson high 

Iands, though loss regged and bold. 

Branching cif from it are many groad bays 

from elght to fiftoon milos long, tho delight 
of the sporiaman with eithor rod or gun. 

Duck abound in them, while they are the 

homo of thé mascalonge, tho pike, tho 
pickerel and tho bass. 

OF thoao, the two largest are Mosquito 
bay and Hay bay, Tho records of the 
catches made in thom sound almost “fishy.” 
But for tho photographs shown mo of the 
fish themselves, 1 should have beon In- 
credulous mysolf.

Mr, Ernest Pacaud then 
said to me that if I would give bim $1,650, he 
would have Bruno Duyal, deputy registrar of

ment, The said Ernest Pacaud told me that if 
he asked for that amount it was becauce his par- 
ty cequired it for the present elections ; he added 
that the office of the registrar was to be given to 
Ohas. Lajoin, member of the House of Commons 
for St. Maurice, because he was offering $2,000 
for the samo, but that he the said Ernest Pacaud 
had exerted himself so much, that he had obtain- 
ed from the Ministers the promise that my ne- 
phew, the#ai i Bruno Deval, would be appointed 
registrar on payment of $1,500. After seriously 
deliberating with my nephew, the eaid Bruno 
Duval, we decided not to pay the $1,500; and I 
make this solemn declaration conscientiously be- 
lieving the same to te true, and by virtue of the 
Act passed in the 37th year of her Majesty’s 
reign, entitled ‘* An Act for the Suppression of 
Voluntary and Extra Judicial oaths,” and I have 
signed, O, Duvat. 
Taken before me, one of her Majesty's Jus-
